Senators: — For your favor and partiality in selecting 
me to preside temporarily over your deliberations, I return 
to YOU my sincere acknowledgments. 

I cannot hope that I shall always be able to discharge the 
duties of the position agreeably to you, nor, indeed, satisfao- 
torilj to myself. Did I not feel that I can rely upon the 
wisdom of your counsels for direction, and upon your forbear* 
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ance in such errors and mistakes as I may make and commit, 
I should shrink from the responsibility which you have so 
generously asked me to assume. 

While, then, I shall look to you for directioii, and shall 
ckdm your charity and forbearance in the manner in which I 
may be able to difloharge my duties, it is but right that I 
should assure you, as far as I can, that I shall aim at afiiitli- 
ful and conscientious discharge of all the respon«.biIities that 
may neoessaiily be imposed upon me. 

Thanking you again for the honor you have done me, I 
am sure I need not appeal to a Vermont Senate and to Ver- 
mont senators, for the cultivation of flint kindness and cour- 
tesy in your intercourse with each other, which can alone 
make our association here a pleasant memory, and our labors 
valuable to the Commonweiilth, whose interests and honor 
you will represent and defend.

The committee appointed to wait upon the Lieutenant 
Governor, appeared at the bar of the Senate, accompanied 
hj his Honor, Abraham B* Gardner, who took and suh* 
•scribed the oaths of office required by the Constitution, and, 
npoif taking the chair, addressed the Senate as follows : 

Senaiors: — am not insensible to the honor which has 
been conferred upon me, and of my obligations to the people 
of this State for the renewed expression of their confidence 
in electing me, for the second time, to preside over the de- 
liberations of the Senate. 

And I return to them, through you, my grateful acknowl- 
edgments for these expressions of their good will. 

It will be mv aim, in the dischariie of the dutictj which I 
now assume, to second all your efforts to brinc^ the business 
of this session to as speedy a conclusion as tlie necessities and 
the welfare of the people will permit. I shall endeavor to 
interpret the laws and such rules as y<ju shall establish for 
the government of this body, according to their letter and 
spirit. And in all my acts, I shall have due regard to the 
fights and feelings of every senator. I enter upon the per- 
formance of the duties of my position, at this time, with 
unusual confidence, seeing^ around me, as I do, so many sen- 
ators of such ample experience in this and the other branch 
of the Legislature, upon whose experience and counsel I can 
at all times rely to aid me in this work.

Since January 1, 1866, all orders on the treasury hare 
been drawn by the Auditor of Accounts, in accordance witk 
the provisions of the act approved November 9, 1865, enti* 
tied An act defining the duties of certain State officers,, 
and for the protection and benefit of the treasury." 

"By the provisions of the same act, the Governor of the 
State was relieved of all care and responsibility relating to 
the settlement of the claims of this State af^ainst the United 
States, and tlKj entire duty of their adjustment and final set- 
tlement was transferred to the Auditor of Aocoimts, to whose 
report I refer you for information on the subject of those 
claims, as well as for details of claims allowed by him 
against the State. 

On the 31st of October, ii565, the Quartermaster General 
submitted to me the lullowing schedule of luditary property 
belongin^j^ to the State, which he recommended should be 
sold, to wit : 

One telescope riiie, 1 target rifie, 1 coil lead pipe, 20 snudl 
tables, 87 chairs, 61 straw hats, 139 pairs cotton trowsers, 
180 pairs overalls, 187 denim frocks, 28 grey coats, 243 bed 
sacks. 

I appointed a board of aunrey to examine this property,. 
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and on their report and recommendation, on the 14th day of 
November, 1865, ordered the Qnartermaster General to sell 
the same at auction, which he afterwards did. This property 
was old and had been more or less used. 

On the 5th day of December, 1865, the Quartermaster 
Oeneral had the following new property in his hands belong- 
ing to the State, to wit : 

Thirty-seven hundred wool blankets, 2500 rubber blankets, 
1200 rubber ponchos, 7770 canteens, 7776 haversacks, 1118 
table knives, 1156 table forks, 757 table spoons, 636 tin plates, 
709 tin cups, 175 candle-stidcs, 112 pepper-boxes, which he 
recommended to have sold, for the reason, that it was almost 
impossible to preserve the most of it from injury, if not de- 
struction, through a succession of summers, that it would be 
aeeless till wanted for the militia when called into active 
service, and that when, if ever, such an event should happen, 
similar property could prob;ibiy be purchased in market for 
less than this would now sell for. 

On this application, a board of survey was appointed, com- 
posed of C. C. Wilson, Colonel 4th Regiment Vt. State Mi- 
litia, W. H.Ballou, Captain 4th Eco-imentVt. State Militia, 
C. C. Putnam, Jr., Captain 4th Pk^ linen t Vt. Stare Militia, 
who, on examining said property, recommended its sale. 
Their report was confirmed, and the Quartermaster General 
authorized to sell the same, at such time or times aa he saw 
fit, with directions to stop or suspend the sales when, in bis 
opinion, it was not selling at remunerative prices. Under 
these orders he sold property to the amount of $6,235 64, 
when, finding that the United States were selling like prop- 
erty, in very large quantities, all over the country, thereby 
depressing prices, he auspehded further sales ; but said order 
18 still in force, and the residue of that property will be sold 
under it, during the present &11 and ooming winter, unless 
the Legislature direct otherwise. 

STAT£ AID. 

Hon. John Howe, Jr., agent for the distribution of State 
aid to soldiers' families, has made his final report, showing 
that, from September 1, 1865, to April 15, 1866, he dis- 
bursed, under the acts of April 26, 1861, and November 

14, 1802, the sum, in all, of $582 18. The agent states 
tliat there is now no outstanding claim under either of those 
acts. I herewith tranismit said report. 
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VOLL'KTEEll TROOPS. 

Since the last session of the Legislature, the foar compa- 
nies <>f the 9th Regiment and the entire 7th Hegtmcnt of 
Vermont Volunteers have been mustered out of service. 
Those of the 9th were mustered out in the state of Virginia, 
December 1, 18()5, nnd the 7th Regiment at Brownsville, 
Texas, March 14, 1866* From these points they returned 
to Vermont, where they were paid and discharged. Thus 
all the obligations of Vermont, in connection with the active 

grosecution of the war for the preservation of the Union, 
ave been performed, and all the organizations sent from the 
State, and which have contrihuted so largely to its reputa* 
tion and honor, and to the final success of the national.arms, 
have ceased to exist as such, nnd the officers and men com- 
posing them have laid aside their arms, assuuied the *?arb of 
the citizen, and have quietly mingled with the inasts ul' the 
community. All honor to these noble men ih.it yet live ; 
all respect, undying; re.>})e(:'t, to the nicuioriejs ut' the fallen, 
who so cheerlully ^ave their own iivcd that their country 
might continue to live !

2iOKMAL AND COMMON 8GUOOIJ9. 

For many years there has been an increasing streng^ of 
public sentiment in this State favorable to the adoption of 
some adequate means of supplying a more specific course of 
instruction for the teachers of our common schools. This 
sentiment has- increased yery rapidly, and has become more 
and more defined within the past few years, until the great 
majority of thoughtful friends of popular education seem 
thoroughly united in desiring the establishment of some sys- 
tem of State normal instruction. 

The national troubles, and the very large expenditures in- 
duced thereby, have hitherto delayed any attempt to inaugu- 
rate such system as would respond to* the general demand ; 
for, while all have been united in opinion that we were in 
duty bound to lose nothing of the ground already gained in • 
the field of educational labor, all have equally agreed that 
the heavy burden of our taxes rendered it unadvisable to un- 
dertake any new enterprises, however laudable, which must 
necessarily increase so largely the State burdens, as would 
be done by the attempt to establish a system of State nor- 
mal schools similar to those of some of our sister states. 

Within the last year, the way seems to have been opened 
by which a beginning may be made in the accomplishment 
of this important work, and at very slight expense to the 
State. The trustees of Orange County Grammar School — 
an institution of established character — ^have proposed to the 
Board of Education to surrender up the use of their school 
property for a term of years, for the purpose of converting 
their school into a State Normal School ; the Board of Edu- 
• cation to establish courses of study, the first to include all 
the branches required by law to be taught in the common 
schools, and the second to he more rigid, and to require in 
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its ma tery a year's longer time ; the board to determine the 
qualifications for adiuibsion to and f^ruduation from tlie 
school, and to attend, by its agents, upon .ill examinations, 
and decide who shall be allowed to enter aiul to graduate ; 
the board to noiiiinate the principal, and the trustees to en- 
gage as principal no other than t^mne person so nominated 
by the board ; the trustees to keep tlie school property in 
good repair, and to determine the rates of tuition an*] receive 
the same for their own benefit ; gradn?itcM fi oiu the lirst 
course to receive certificates which shall inure to their benefit, 
as qualifying them to teach in any common school in the 
State for fiv^ years ; and graduates from the higher course 
to receive eredentisils which ehali avail them aa perpetual 
certificates. This proposition has hehi approved by the 
Board of Education, and will appear at length in the report ' 
of their Secretary, and, at their request, I commend the- 
subject to your careful consideration. 

I recommend the enactment of a law by which the Board 
of Educatiun may be empowered to accept the pro}X)sition 
referred to, and also to acee})t, in their discretion, eimilar 
propositions from other schools in difl'erent parts of the S.ate, 
and to carry out the compacts that will result from micIi ac- 
ceptances, by attending, in person or by agents, the exam- 
inations for admission to and j^raduation from any schools 
thus adopted, and granting to graduates the appropriate cer- 
tificates. 

I desire also to commend to your attention the* matter of 
the authorized list of school text-books, a somewhat extended 
discussion of which will be found in the report of the Board 
of Education to your honorable body. The original selec- 
tion of school books was mode in lS5f9^ to expire in 1864 ; 
but the time originally appointed for its duration Wa^ after- 
wards extended to 1807,' and vrill now soon expire.' This 
plan of an authoritative selection of school book.^, although 
strongly opposed at first, seems to have won its way to very 
general approval. 

Some legislation at your present session will be necessary 
to prevent a return to an unlimited diversity of books, that 
cannot but injure the schools ; and I recommend that the 
Board of Education be empo^vered to revise the authorized 
list of school books, and publish the same as soon as may be 
practicable, and that the authority of the present list be con- 
tinued until such revision be made public. 
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RKFOIilVI SCHOOL. 

Under the act approved" November 9, 18()5, entitled An 
act to establii<h the Vermont Reform School^*' I appointed, 
by and with the advice of the Senate, Aaron G. Pease as 
acting commisBioner, and Lewis A. Dunn and Lewis Pratt 
advisory commissioners, who soon afterwards located said 
school at Waterbuiy, Vt. ; and in connection with said loca- 
tion, the commissioners purchased about sixty-seven acres of 
land, nart of the old Governor Butler farm, so called, taking 
a deed of tho same to the State, at the price of six thousand 
two hundred dollars. This purchase exceeded by two hun- 
dred dollars the sum they were authorized by said act to pay 
for land. They paid toward it six thousand dollars, and 
gave a guarantee to deed back one acre out of the south*east 
corner of the* land purchased, in case the Legislature at its 
present scs*«ion should fail to make a further appropriation of 
the two hundred dolhirs. The land purcha^«ed liad lariife and 
valuable buiklingo uii it, i^uited to the w.uius of the i^ch<)(>l, 
and though the commissioners were iiiirestricted in the 
amount of expense in erecting all suitable buildings for the 
acconunodation of said school, yet as the.-c buildings came 
with the laud, the rostri^tion as to the sum to be j);iid for the 
land, np[>licd to the whole {Hirchasc. I most heartily recom- 
mend the a[)propria(ion of the remaining two hundred dol- 
lars, as the aero to be conveyed back is worth much more 
than tliat sum. 

Kussell Butler is the owner of about sixty-five acres of 
land, which adjoins that purchased, and is a part of the old 
Governor Butler farm. This he pn)posed to sell to the State, 
.as a part of the Keform School farm, at the price of fotur 
thousand two hundred dollars, and he gave a bond to convey 
it at that price, should the Legislature at the present session 
appropriate money for its purchase. This land is nearly des- 
titute of buildings ; a portion of it is rich meadow land, a 
portion excellent pasturage,- and the residue^twenty to 
twenty-five acrea— excellent wood-land. This land is richly 
worth the price asked, and would, in my opinion, be a very 
judicious purchase for the State, as it seems really necessary 
in order to constitute such a farm as the school needs ; and 
s lould the present opportunity to purchase it be neglected, I 
do not think it could ever again be obtained at anything like 
the price now a^kcd. 1 therefore recommend au uppiopria- 
tion for its purchase at the price named.

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The buildings purchased hnve been repaired and enhirged, 

80 as to accommodate from twentv-fivc to thirty scholars, 
and ihe school is nuw open for the reception of juvenile 
offenders, quite a number Imvirig already been received ; and 
I tluuk it jrivos good [ironiifie uf aecompJiahing all that the 
St4Ue expects from «uch nn in.^titution. 

The first report of the eoiuinisiiioncrs has been made to 
me, and 1 Iiavc caused the bame to be printed, ready for im- 
mediate distribution. I commend its Riiogeetiona and rec- 
ommendations to your eareful comtiderutiuii. 

FI8RINO RBOULATIOKS IN UiKE ORAVmiN. 

Pursuant to the act of the Genera] Assembly, entitled 
"An act to prevent taking shad or white-fish in Luke Cham- 
pliiin or it8 tributaries," approved Noveojlier G, 1865, I 
caused e()[)ies tliereof to be forwardid to the governor-gcn- 
erul of Canada, and the governor of New York, with tlie 
request that "their respective iiovci luuenta adopt like iDons- 
ures prohibiting the taking, killing, or destroying of hhad * r 
white-fish in the parts of said lake within their respective 
jurisdictions." The subject was taken into consideration 
witli piomptness and courtesy by the government of C/annda, 
and on the liJihday of April, 186(i, the following regulation 
was approved by the governor-general ioi council, under the 
Canadian fishery act, viz: *^iio person shall, during the 
months of September, October and November, take, kiil or 
destroy any shad or white*fish in the waters of that part of 
Lake Cbamplain situated within the Province of Canada." 
A communication from the governor of New York, of May 
19th, 1806, informed me that early in the session of the legis- 
lature of that state, he sent a copy of said act to that body, 
and by special message called their attention to tht law passed 
by the General Assembly of Vermont, and «ig€d«pM them 
the importance of a similar enactment on thm f^ftf but that, 
owing to a press of other business, the legislature adjourned 
without final action thereon. The act of this^late, is, there* 
fore, by iu terms, still inoperative. 

U8TDHATION OF SEA-FISH TO THB tXmS Wn cm 1iIVEB«- 

Under the joint resolution of the last session of the Legis- 
lature, relative to the restoratujn uf sea-fish to the Connecti- 
cut river and its tnljutarics, I appointed Albert D. Hager, 
State Geologist, and Hon. Charles Barrett, Commissioners. 
I also communicated copies of said joint resolution to the 
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governors of Massachusetts 9 New Hampshire and Conneo- 
tioat. The Commissioners' report may be expected during 
your present session. 

Under another joint resolution of the last session, relating 
to the improvident destruction of shad in the Connecticut 
rivei^, I addressed a communication to the governor of Con- 
nectiottty requesting him to call, the attention of the legisla- 
ture of ih&t state, then in session, to the subject and to the 
residution of our State, a verified cup} of whteh I transmitted 
to him* I also transmitted copies of the same to the gov- 
ernors of Massachusetts and New Hampshire. In response 
to the application made to the state of Connecticut, I here- 
with transmit to you the certified copy of a joint re!<ulution, 
passed by the icL^islature of thut state at its last seasion, 
showing their willingness to co-operate with the other states 
in interest, in the restoration of shad to the waters of the 
Connecticut. 

NATIONAL 8TATUAKY HALL.* 

Under the joint, resolution of the Legislature relating to 
the National Statuary Hall, adopted at its last session, I at 
an early day appointed Hon. Solomon Foot and Hon. Justin 
S. Morrill, Commissioners to examine the subject, so fkr as 
it relates to this State, and to make report to the present ses- 
,llion, with such facts and suggestions as would enable you to 
take definite action in the matter. After the death of Sena* 
tor Foot, I appointed the lion. George F. Edmunds, Com- 
missioner to act with Mr. Moirill in the premises. A report 
may be expected from these gentlemen soon. 

PAlttS BXHHirnON. 

I am advised that our State Geologist, Albert D. Hager, 
intends, going to Europe next season, mainly for the purpose 
of learniftg more of the coal mines of Newcastle, the copper 
mines of Cornwall, the slate quarries of Wales, the silver 
mines of Germanj, and the marble quarries of Italj. Should 
the Legislature authorize the Governor, without expense to 
the S^tc, to commission Mr. Hager as State Agent to the 
Paris Exhibition in 1867, it would give him the benefit, in 
Us trayels in the rest of Europe, of those courtesies and 
ladHtiee for obtaining all desirable information, which are 
rare to be extended to one being a commissioner from the 
United Stotes, or from a state of the Union. The informa* 
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tion gathered by Mr. Hager would undoubtedly be of value 
in tbe developmeiit of the mineral wealth of tbi« State. 

UNITED STATES SENATORS. 

The last Lsgblatore adjourned on the 10th day of Novem- 
betf 1865, at 6 o^dock A.. M. Within an hour aflerwafdi 
intelligence was received that Hon. Jacob CoUamery Senator 
horn UoB State in the Congress of the United States, died at 
his residence in Woodstock during the preceding night* 
Was the Tacancy thus created one which it was the duty of 
the Governor of the State to fill ? I at once submitted the 
question to the Judges of tlie Supreme Court, who, after 
consideration, gave me their opiiiion m wriiiiig, iiolding that 
the facts, as above stated, constituted such a vacancy as the 
Constitution made it the duty of the rxovernor to fill. Sub- 
sequently, on the 2l8t day of Novcniher, 1865, I appointed 
Hon. Luke P. Poland, of St. Johns! mry, a Senator from 
this SUitp in the Conprress of the United States, to fill the 
aforesaid vacancy untii the next meeting of the General As- 
sembly of this State. 

On the 28th day of March last, Hon. Solomon Foot, Sen* 
ator from this State in the Congress of the United States, 
died at Washington, in the District of Columbia. On the 
3d day of April, 1866, I filled the vacancy thus occasioned, 
by appointing Hon. George F. Edmunds, of Burlington, 
Senator from this State in the Congress of the United States, 
until the meeting of the General Ae»sembly of this State. 

The loss of both her Senators within so brief a period, 
was a calamity unprecedented in the history of Vermont — 

unprecedented in the history of any of her sister states. 
Tlieir long experience and distinguished services, their rare 
ability and ripe wisdom, their tried and unfailing constancy 
to duty and fidelity to state and country, their Christian 
purity and nobility of character, had won for them the fore- 
most rank in the cuuneils of the nation. In the fidlness of 
their great usefulness and intiuence, at a time when tiie needs 
of the nation cried out for their continuance among us, they 
were, by the decrees of an in8crut;d)le but just Providence, 
called hence. Their loss seems irreparable. Vermont, 
doubly honored by their lives, weeps over their fresh graves, 
and the nation mourns with her. The never-fading record 
<^ their lives remains a rich legacy to their State, a guiding 
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light upon l^e pathway of their eucceasorsy an inspiratiott 
to all. 

JUl^GES OF THE SUPEEME COURT. 

Hon. liuke P. Poland, having on the 2l8t day of Novem- 
ber, 1865, received the appointment of United States Sena- 
tor from this State, resigned the office of Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Vermont, to which he had then re- 
cently been elected. The vacancy occasioned by this resig- 
nation, I on the dOth day of November,' 1865, filled by 
appointing Hon. John Pierpoint, of Vergennes, to he Chief 
Justice of said Court until the then next meeting of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. On the tannic day I also appointed, lor the 
same period of time, Hon. James Barrett, of Woodstock, to 
be first Asaii^tant Juoticc, lion. Loyal C. Kellogg, of Rut- 
land, to be second Assistant Justice. Hon. Asahel Peck, of 
Burlington, to be Third A^^<i8tant Justice, and Hon. William 
C. "WiLon, of l>ukci>Heid, to be Fourth Assistant Justice of 
said Court ; thus lein incr a vncaney in the office of Fifth As- 
sistant Justice : and on the same day 1 appointed Hon. Ben- 
jamin H. Steele, of Derby, Fifth Assistant Justice of said 
Court, to fiil said vacancy until the meeting pf the General 
Assembly. 

STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Since my la&c annual commiiiiication to the Legislature, 
the work of reconstructing and reorganizing the state and 
local governments, which, fur more than four years, had been 
in rebellion against the federal authority, has largely engaged 
the attention of the executive and legislative departments of 
the General Uo\ crnn\ent ; and, as is both necessary and wise 
in a republic in whi: h the citizens arc sovereign and the 
source of all power, this work has commanded the interested 
and intelligent observation and criticism of the whole {reople 
of the country. 

Unhappily for the best solution of this problem of reor- 
ganization, the national executive and the national legisla- 
ture have not heen in accord in their views of the best method 
of restoring these insurgent communities to their true rela- 
tioss to the federal Government ; and the work has therebj 
been much delayed, the difficulties which environ it have 
been much increased, and the southern communities have 
become much more hostile than at first to the demands of that: 
wise policy which would render ^ treason odious,'' obtauiL 
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ample security for the future, and enable the' GoTcmmcBt: 
ta redeem every pledge it has nrnde to its creditofi^ to il*' 
fiiendsy and to the race which it haa emancipated. 

The executive branch of the Governnnent, haviTiff inniiiru- 
rated the work of reorgaiiizinn^ the rehcllious states without 
seeking the adviee or co-operation of Congress, has continuedl^ 
to insist upon its exclusive control of the work, and has de-^ 
Bied to the legislative branch of the Government any share* 
in the determination of the status of the insurirent communi- 
ties, or the conditions of their restoration ; and while denying 
to Congress all right to judge of the completeness of this 
work reorganization, it has conceded only the right of each 
Houae to judge of the elections, returns and qualifications oT 
its own members. This policy assumes that the Executfre 
has the sole right to reconstruct, reorganize and restore 
Aeir former condition in the Government, the people, com> 
munities and states which have waged a gigantic war agninsi 
that Gk>vernment; and it insists, with, emphatic iteration,, 
that Congress, by refusing to recognize the executive recon- 
struction as just, safe, complete and constitutional, and at 
once admitting to seats in the Senate ami Iluusc of Ke^jre- 
sentatives persons clitiming to be elected by states thus* reor- 
ganized, is assuming fimctions which do not belong to it, 
infracting the Constitution, and attempting, with a guilt- 
equal to that of the rebellion, to dissmcmber the Union^ 

On the assembling of Congress in December last, ami 
throughout its last session, that body claimed for it»eif tW 
constitutional right to examine this work ot reconstruction, 
and judge both of its conditions and completeness. After a 
caret ul and prolonged inve?»tigation, through its joint com- 
mittee on reconstruction, of the condition of the states lately 
in rebelii(»n, the disposition of their itdiabitants, and the work- 
ings and results of the execiitj \ e method of reorganizatioD,. 
it was fully satisfied that the [luiitical and civil power in those 
states was, in almost every instance, placed in the hands oT 
those who, during the rebellion, were either active in their* 
hostility to the national Government, or gave aid and coili— 
fort to its enemies ; while it was apparent that, without fur- 
ther conditions than the executive plan proposed, those who 
had been during the rebellion the bitterest enemies of the 
nati<mal authority, would have the unchecked and entire* 
political control of those states in the future, and would uae^ 
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that control to oppress and put under ban those who haye 
never swerved from their fidelity to the Union. 

Congress, therefore, wisely in my judgment, declined to 
treat the states which had confederated in their treason 
against the Government, as rightfully entitled to immediate 
representation in the national legislature, or to be release^ 
from the control of the federal authority ; and this deciaion 
was evidentiy in agreement with the opinions of a large ma- 
ionty of the people who had heartily enstamed the Gov^- 
ment in its contest with the rebellion. * 

To the reading and thinking people of the nation, who 
judge by facts and results rather than by the refinements of 
argument, the riots at Memphis and New Orleans have fur^ 
nished the most complete and startling evidence of the in- 
herent error of the executive scheme, dnd have written its 
condemnation in characters of blood. In those riots peace- 
able citizens, with circumstances of savage atrocity, were 
cruelly murdered by a mob, incited and led by local officials, 
and insj)ircd by an illiberal and intense prejudice against an 
inolFensive race, and by a vengeful hatred of those who dared 
to clnim equal political and civil rights for all men ; and 
these outbreaks have furnished melancholy proof of the dan- 
ger of Committing unrestrained political and civil power to 
men recently rebels, and nrc significant commentaries upon 
that reorganization of wiiit h they were the legitimate fruits. 

Congress, however, did not insist upon iu constitutional 
right to inaugurate the work of reorganizing the governments 
of the states which had confederated in rebellion, nor did 
it surrender that right, but in its legislative action it mani- 
fested a willingness to suffer the work of the Executive to 
remain undisturbed, so far as it could do so with due respect 
to the dignity and safety of the republic, and with a proper 
regard to the security and protection of the property, liberty 
.and lives of all the people of the United States. 

Afker a laborious and extended session and a patient com* 
parison of views, both Houses of Congress agreed, by the 
necessary two-thirds vote, to propose to the legislatures ' of 
the several states the following amendment to the federal 
Constitution : 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Sec. 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, ure citizens of 
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the United States and of the state wherein they reside. No 
state shall make or enforce anj law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States; 
nor shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without duo process of law, nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shull be apportioned among the 
several states according to their re8pecti\ c numbers, count- 
ing the whole number of persons in each state, excluding 
Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any elec- 
tion for the choice of electors for President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, Representatives in Congress, the 
executive and judicial officers of a state, or the members of 
the legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabi- 
tants of such state, being twent}-one years of age and citizens 
of the United States, or in any way abridged, except for par- 
ticqiation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of representa- 
ti<m therdn shall be reduced in the proportion which the 
number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole number 
of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such state. 

Sec. 3. No person ^hall be a Senator or Kopresentutive 
in Congress, or elector of President and \ ice Prej^ident, or 
bold any ofiice, civil or military, under the United States, or 
under any state, who, having previously taken an oath as 
a member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, 
or as a member of any state legislature, or as an executive 
or judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution* of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or re- 
bellion against tlie same, or given aid or comfort to the ene- 
mies thereof. But Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of 
each house, remove such disability. 

Sec. 4. The validity f)f the public debt of the United 
btates, authorized by law, intduding debts incurred for pay- 
ment of pensions and bounties for services in suppressing 
insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But nei- 
ther the United States nor any state shall assume or pay any 
^t or obligation incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
tgaiast the United States, or any claim for the loss or eman* 
cipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obligations, and 
dainis shall beiield illegal and void. 

Sec. 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce, by 
Appropriate legislation, the provisions of this article. 
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Soon after this proposed amendment was adopted, it wjxs 
ratified by the legislature of Tennef^see, and immediatelj 
thereupon the senators and representatives previously chosei 
by that state, upon taking the oaths prescribed by hiw, wer^ 
admitted to seats in the respective Houses of Congress. 

Texas is the only other state confederated in the rebellion, 
that has acted upon this amendment. There it was rejectedi 
the legislature directbg the committee having it in charge tq 
letom it to the Secretary of State. 

Every other state — execpl Oregon, whose legislalure Rrsi 
ratified and then rejected it — which stood by the Goveriiment 
during the rebellion, whose legislature has been in- session 
since the amendment was proposed, has ratified it; and 
there is good reason to oonlidcntly anticipate that it will be 
ratified by the nurnl)er o\' ^Uxtca necessary to make it a part, 
of the federal Constitution. 

While this amendment does not contain a single propo.si- 
tion which the Executive has not, either in his speeches or^ 
official communications y approved, its only danger of defeat 
— a danger now happily small — arises from his hostility to 
•its ratification. 

The issue presented to the people tliis fall 4ia8 been and 
will be this policy of Congress, as contrasted with that of the' 
Executive Department of the Government. The former 
puts such safeguards about the restoration of the states lately 
eonfederated in rebellion to an equal participation in the' 
Government with the states which always remained true to ' 
the flag, as shall secure to the original Union men of the ' 
South equal rights and impartial liberty, while it stamps 
upon treason the indelible mark of the peopIe^s condemna-> ' 
tion. The latter restores to civil and political power the 
men who pi )tted ihe rebellion and fought it through to its I 
bitter end, heaving to their unappeased and unrelenting hate 
a niinoriry of whites so small a> to be helpless, and the I 
entire colored race, to whom liberty has been given, audits 
peaceable and full enjoyment guaranteed. i 

The elections already held have resulted in the triumphant 1 
approval »)f the Congressional policy ; and there irf no rea- 
sonable doubt that the elections yet to be held will pronounce 
as unmistakably in favor of the constitutional amendment. 

Vermont, as is her wont when called to any good work, ' 
led the way with a grand emphasis in the popular approval 
of Congress. Yet, decisive as her declaration was at the 
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jtulls, the State would have welcomed, with btili greater cn- 
thusinsin and with a more triumpliant majority, 8neh a 
reor<;aiiization of the rebellious coinimmitie*', a? would have 
givcu to the people, white and Idack, the equal civil and 
political rights secured to the people of this State by our Bill 
Ipf Rights and Constitution, and under which peace, order, 
ctrilization, education, contentment, Christianity and liberty 
bare shed their benign and blessed influence alike upon every 
home and household in our beloved Commonwealth.

** Sec, 2, Representatives shall be apportioned among the 
several states according to their respective numbers, counting 
the whole niinibcr of pertsons in each state, excluding Indians 
not taxed. But when the right to vote at any election for 
the choice of electors for President and Vice President of 
the United States, representatives in Congress, the executive 
and judicial officers of a state, or the members of the legis- 
lature thereof, is denied to anv of the male inhabitants of 
such state, being twenty-one years of age, and citizens of 
the United States, or in any way abridged, except for par- 
ticipation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of represent- 
ation therein shall be reduced in the proportion which the 
number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole number 
of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such state. 

^ Sec. 3. No person shall be a senator or representative 
in Congress, or elector of President and Vice President, or 
hold an office, civil or military, under the United States or 
under any state, who, having previously taken an oath, as a 
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ineuibcr of Congre^js or as an officer of the United States, or 
as a member of any state legislature, or as an executive or 
judicial othccr of any state, to support the Constitution of 
the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or re- 
bellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the ene- 
mies thereof. But Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds 
of each house, remove such disability. 

Sec. 4. The validity of the public debt of the United 
States, authorized by law, including debts incurred for pay- 
ment of pensions and bounties for service in suppressin|^ in* 
surrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. But neither 
the United States nor any state shall assume or pay any debt 
or oblisrntion incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion 
against the United States, or any claim for the loss or euian- 
cipation of any slave ; but all such debts, obligations and 
claims shall be held illegal and \ uid. 

" Sec. 5, That Congress shall have power to enforce by 
appropriate legislation, the provii^ions of this article."

1. 

The credentials of senators shall be presented to the Sec- 
retary or Assistant Secretary previous to ten o'clock on the 
morning of the second Thursday of October, at which time 
the Senate shall be called to order. The names of the sen- 
ators shall be called over, and when a quorum shall have 
taken their seats, they shall take the following oath, viz : 

"I , a senator for the county of — — , in the State of 

Vermont, October session, 18 — , do solemnly swear that I 
will be faithful and true to the State of Vermont, and that 
I will not, directly or indirectly, do any act or thing injuri- 
ous to the constitutioir or government thereof, as established 
by convention. So help me God. And I also solemnly 
swear that, as a member of the Senate, I will not propose or 
assent to any bill, vote, or resolution, which shaU appear to 
me injurious to the people, nor do or consent to any act or 
thing whatever, that shall have a tendency to lessen or 
abridge their rights and privileges, as declared by the Con- 
stitution of this State ; but will in all things conduct myself 
as a faithful, honest representative and guardian of the peo- 
ple, according to the best of my judgment and abilities. 
So hclj) me God." W hereupon they shall, on nomination 
of the President, appoiul a v uiu asishig committee, consisting 
of one senator from each county, to join such committee as 
the House of Representatives may appoint, whose duty shall 
be to receive, sort aud count the votes for Governor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor and Treasurer, and make report thereof to 
the joint assembly of both Houses.

In case no quorum shall assemble within tittcciv ininute.s 
ai'tti iliv time to which the Senate wa.s udjijurned, those pres- 
ent shall liase the power t(» send the Serjeant-at-Arms, or 
t.thcr officer, after the absentee's, and compel their attendance- 

5. ^ 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble, according to adjourn- 
ment, or at the commencement of a session, and the Presi- 
dent shall be absent, it ehali be the duty of the Secretary, if 
present, if not, of a senator, to call to order ; and the sen- 
ators present, if a quorum , shall by ballot elect a President 
pro tempore. 

6. 

Xo senator ^hall be absent without leave, unless he is sick, 
or otherwise necessarily detained* 

7. 

No senator shall audibly speak to another, or othenvisic 
interrupt the business ol" the Senate, wliilc the journal or 
other public papers are being read, or while a senator is or- 
derly speaking in debate. 

8. 

Every senator, when he speaks, slmll, standing m his 
place, address the President, and when he has finished, shall 
sit down. 

9. 

Xo member shall sj)eak more than twice on the same (jucs- 
tion without leave of the Senate ; and senators who have 
once spoken, shall not again be entitled to the floor, (except 
for the purpose of explanation,) to the exclusion of another 
vho has not spoken. 

10. 

In all cases, the senator first risin*]: and addressinir the- 
President, (subject to the restriction of rule 9,) shall be en- 
titled to the floor, and when two or more arise at the same: 
time, the President shall name the one who is to speak. 
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11. 

When a senator shall he called to order he shall sit down ; 
and every question of order shall be decided by the President 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

12. 

If a senator he called to order for words spoken, the ex- 
ceptional w ordii shall he iiiunediately taken down in writing 
by the senator calling to order, that the President may be 
better enabled to judge of the matter. 

13. * 

The first hour of each morning's sitting may be devoted 
to the reception and disposal of petitions, memorials and re- 
monstrances, motions, resolutions, and the introduction of 
bills ; after which the orders of the day, or other proper busi- 
ness, shall be announced, always commencing with the un- 
finished business of the last sittinpf. The first hour of the 
afternoon's sitting may be occupied in rccei\ ing and disposing 
of reports of couuiiittces, and in completing the business of 
the morning hour; at the expiration of wliich, the Senate 
will again take up the orders of the day. 

14. 

Beports of committees may be signed by any member in 
behalf of the committee, and shall be by him presented to the 
Senate, when the call for reports is made. The signer of 
each report shall be held responsible for the accuracy of its 
statements and the propriety of its language, and when the 
same shall be under consideration, he shall be further liable 
to give additional statements of facts or other explanations 
in answer to the call of any senator.

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in 
Committee of the Whole, embracing the titles of bilk, and 
such parts thereof as may be affected by the proposed amend- 
ments, and also the names of senators, and the votes which 
they give on every question decided by yeas and nays, sludl 
be by the Secretary accurately and concisely inserted in the 
journal. 

IG. 

The Senate shall annually, within the first four days of 
ractual sitting, elect, by ballot, a Secretary and an Assistant 
Secretary, who shall be severally sworn to the faithful dis- 
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charofc of their duties, and shall hold their offices until super- 
seded hy a new election. The Assistant Secretary shall be, 
€X officio, engrossing clerk. 

17. 

At each annual session, the Senate shiill appoint the fol- 
lowing committees, to consist of three members each, to wit :

A Committee on Finance. ' 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims., 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Rodds. 

A Committee on Banks. 

A Gommitt^ on Land Taxes. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A General Committee. 

All select coniniittees shall be appointed by the President, 
unless otherwise ordered by the Senate. 

18. 

All hills after the second readings and all petitions, me- 
morial«. i cinonstrancos, resolutions, and otiier papers, call- 
ing for Icfjislatlvc action, (except such as have been reported 
by a committee,) no objection being made, shall be referred 
by the President to appropriate committees. 

19. 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper ad* 
ressed to the Senate, shall be received and read, whether 
die same shall be introduced by the President or a senator, 
the title shall be fairly endorsed thereon, and a brief state- 
ment of its objects or contents shall be made by the intro- 
ducer.

Every motion shall be reduced to writing- hy tlie mover, if 
required thereto by the l^esidcnt or a senator, and a motion 
to lay another motion, the latter not being in writin|r. on the 
table, or otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in order.

A motion to 
strike out and insert shall not be divided, but the rejection 
of a motion to strike out and insert one proposition shall not 
preclude a motion to strike out and insert a different one, or 
a motion simply to strike out ; nor shall the rejection of a 
motion simply to strike out, prevent a subsequent one to 
strike out and insert.

CHOICE OF SEATS.

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House shall also appoint a committee on its part, such com- 
mittee shall meet at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon hj 
their chairman, in the conference room, and state to each 
other, yerballj or in writing, the reasons of each House for 
its vote on the subject matter of disagreement, confer freely 
thereon, and make a report of their doings to their respective 
Houses as soon as may be. 

7. 

Commirtocs ot conierences shall consist of an equal num- 
ber iruni each House, and ^hall return tlie papers referred to 
them to that House which last voted upon the subject matter 
of disagreement.

He died on Wednesday last, at half- 
past ten o'clock, at his home in Stockbridge, the town of his 
nativity, at the age of sixty-four years. It was not my fortune* 
toft)e personally acquainted with Mr. Gay, except while 
seated by mj side as a member of this body ; but even here hi» 
loss is irreparable and I bofr to this dispensation of Provi* 
dence in silence and in sorrow*

Hon. Seneca M. Dorr, a senator from the county of Kut- 
land, then addressed the Senate as follows : 

Mr. Phesident : It is befitting that we should pause in 
our legislative deliberations on the announcement of the 
death of one of our most distinguished senators. A vacant 
chair in our Senate and a vacant chair at our firesides are 
alike suggestive. How many recollections crowd the mind 
when we come in and when we go out, and miss the faces, 
forms and expressions of those who are dear to us, and have 
been withered to the con(;re;j:ations of the silent dead. All

the endearments of long associations — ^all the tender words 
of love and affection come back to us, and while these were 
wont to throw the most brilliant colorincc J' rid shed the 
brightest rays of joy and gladness over our daily life^ now 
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they come back tender and toucliiog memories only. Mr, 
Gay came among us at our last session a strong, vigorous, 
upright and honorable tcuMtor. lie was selected by an in- 
telligent and patriotic constituency to guard their interests 
and the interests of the whole State in the highest branch of 
onr Legislature. He left his constituency honored, respected 
and beloved* 

He came to his seat in this chamber with the prestige of a 
good name ; when he left at the close of our last session last 
year and I clasped his hand wiiii a cordial good-by, 1 little 
thought (alas ! such is life) that it was for the last time this 
side of the grave. It is alike pleasant to us and honoral)le 
to his memory to know that his connection witli the Legisla- 
ture of our ^>tatc, has added largely to the reputation with 
which he came to his seat in the Senate. Frank, generous 
and candidi possessed of a discriiuinatiDg mind and under- 
standing — readily sifting out from any proposition what was 
wise and prudent from what was unwise and impolitic — ^no 
senator's judgment was more confided in or commanded more 
the respect and attention of the Senate. He was a man of 
fe^ words, but those were well chosen and expressive. He 
was ever ready to hear what others might say, and as ready 
to yield his own preferences when convinced of the propriety 
and reason for so doing. Like most men who say little and 
think much, his impressions were generally correct, and his 
convictions the picviiiling con\ ictions of the Senate. 

^fr. Gay belonged to that class of our citizens of whom 
many more arc needed, and none of whom we can afford to 
lose. He saw, many years since, that what our little State 
needed, was that every stream should be turned upon a wheel, 
and manufacturing, to which the State is so eminently 
adapted, should he encouraged and developed. With him, 
conviction was a synonym for action, and he entered at once, 
and largely, into manufacturing enterprises. That his judg- 
ment was correct, his industry untiring, his integrity irre- 
proachable, is proved by his success. He established a 
business, which would of itself perpetuate his name, but he 
has his monument in the grateful remembrance of those im- 
mediately around him, whom ho strove to elevate, whom he 
loved and bv whom he was behjved, who will ever clierish 
the memory of one whose*wisdom and tbrecast gave cliarac- 
ter and direction to an important business enterprise of the 
State. 
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That these personal qualities and chnracteristics were ap- 
. prcciatcd by his associates, is proved by his position on the . 
comniittces of the Senate of hist year. The finances of the 
State were pafe in hishand^5, ;nid her manufacturing interests 
;sure to receive that attention which they so eminently deserve. 

Mr. President, we are admonished by the decease of our 
honored associate, that we, too, shall soon listen to the roll- 
call that shall summon us to the great congregation of the 
dead. Shall we not so beautify life, that when the summons 
ccmee we shall have no gloomy forebodings of the " dark 
valley," but an absorbing realization of that Higher Life," 
"with God and Christ, in realms of immortality.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS RELATIVE TO THE RES TORATION 
OF SEA-FISH TO THfi CONNECTICUT RIVER AND ITS TRIBU- 
TARIES. 



To his Excellency f Paul DiVitufham^ 

Governor of the State of Vermont : 
Sir : — Tlic c">mmif'«5ionerH, jippointcd in pursuance of tho joint resolu- 
tion of the Le;j;i slut lire of 180a, relative i;> the restoration of sea-fishy 
and the introduction of new varieties of fresh-water fish into the watcra • 
of the Connecticut and its tributarioB, would respectfully submit the fol' 
lowing report : 

In order to aocomplish successfully the desired objeet of restockiDg the 

Cjnnecticut river and its tributaries with niio'ratorv fish, it seemed nec- 
essary that there should be a hearty cooporatiini iiiui concurrent len^isla- 
tion on the part of the states of Vermont, New iiampshirc, Massachusetts 
and (Jonnecticut. 

To secare this it was deemed advisable to confer with the other commis- 
sioners that had been appointed, and therefore by prerioos arrangement 

we met Hon. H. A. Bellows and Capt. W. A. Sanborn, commissioners- * 
for New Hampshire, and Col. fiie jdore Lyman, one of the commission- 
ers for MasKfiehnsctt?^, nt Lawrence, Mas*?., on the 30th day of November 
last. At this meeting the commissioners, together witli his Excellency, 
Governor Smyth, of New Hampshire, and several other persons whom 
we met, manifested maeh interest in the objeet for whicn the meetin? 
was called, and expressed an earnc.Ht desire for the return of shad and 
salmon to the rivers of Xew Kn2;hind, as in the days of nor imcestors. 

Numerous instances were eitcd where experiments }iad been made in 
Great liritain and Fraaee to restock 8 1 reams that had become nearly or 
quite destitute of edible fish. In every instance where the elf >rts nad 
b3on judtciousljr made t!ie results were sucee>sful. The barren streams 
in m my instances had become sources of wealth to the nation, and fur-^ 
ni!^hed an immense amount of wh dermic fojd for the inhabitants there- 
of. Is it pl;iein«i; to t high an estiuuite up )n Yankee enterprise and New 
England character to say that as gjod and even better results may follow 
similar eff>rts to restock the streams of New ^ngknd? 

During the session of the legislature of Massachusetts in April last, 
we visited Biston twice, and appeared before the lei^islative committee 
to whom was referred the subject of re<tf)ekin(^ the Morrim«ie and Con- 
necticut rivers with sea-fish. That conrnittiM' luid the Ic idinj^ meuibsrs 
of bjth brauchea of the legislature ssmiuJ favorably impressed with the 
importance and feasibility of the project, provided it had the concurrent 
legislation and assistance of the other states interested* 

But it could not be expected that the legislature of Massachusetts 
would cause the erection and maintenance of iishways over the dams ai 
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Lowell, Lawrence, Holyoke And Tarner'H Falls, which at a moderate 

estiniatc would cost over twenty thoueand dollarB, unless the other states 
interested f=>igiiifif^<l a •willinj»;ncF« to coopernte in the movement. The 
legislature manitcsted a desire to cause the fishwajs to be built, if in 
return Vermont and New Hampshire would supply and suitably protect 
the young fish, and Conneeticut wonid cause the erection of a ^hway at 
Enfield Falls, and enact and enforce laws to prohibit the fearful and un- 
restricted slaughter made with gill-nets within her borders. 

We, as commissioners, felt unauthorized to make any pledges^ but 
expressed the opinion that Vermont would cheerfully do her duty in the 
mntter. Judge Bellows expressed the ptimc opinion concerning Xfw 
Hampshire. At that time Conneetinut had no commiBsioners upon the 
subjeet, therefore no expression of ojanion for thuL state was given. 

Before Maj^sachusetts could act conbiytently in the matter of building 
fish ways over dams on the Connecticut river, it seemed desirable that she 
should reoeiye some assurance of cooperation from Connecticut. This 
was impossible until the meeting of tne Connecticut legislature, which 
would ne after the legislature of Massachusetts had adjourned. But the 
legislature of Massachusetts, with its accustomed willingness to advance 
a worthy object, enacted a law providing for the construction and main- 
tenance of fiflhways on the Merrimac and Connecticut rivers, but insert- 
' ed a proTision as follows : 

**bBC. 13. Said commissioners may in their discretion delay the 
definite construction of fishways on tlir Connecticut river, until they 
shall be satisfied that sucfi Icjjislation has been adopted by the state of 
Connecticut, as shall in tlie opinion of said commissioners l)e necef'sarT 
to secure the free pasHagc of the fi8h above named through that part of 
sud riyer as runs tnrongh said state of Connecticut." 

The legislature also adopted the following prcanil>le and rcJ^olutions : 
** Whereas, The Connecticut river, in this state, formerly furnished 
an inexhaustible sup|^Iy of shad and other kinds of migratory fish, which 
have now partially disappeared from that portion of said river within 
this state ; and 

Whereas, There is nothing to prevent the return of said fish from the 
sea to our waters, except the want of suitable fisliwayd over the dam at 
Enfield Falls, in the state of Connecticut, in such numbers as largely to 
oontribute to the supply of food for the inhabitants of this state ; there- 
fore, 

Resolved^ Tiiat the attention of the state of Connecticut be invited to 
this subject, and tliat it bp earnestly requested to take early measures to 
cause iishways to be constructed over the dam at F/ufield Falls ; either 
requiring this work to he done by the proprietors of stiid dam or by the 
exercise of the rieht of eminent domain, as due alike to the relations of 
comity between that state and this Commonwealth, to the obligations of 
international law, and to the local interests of that state. 

ResnJrrd, That liis Excellency, the (Jovcrnor, is hereby requested to 
transmit a copy of these resolutions to the governor of the state of Con- 
necticut, with a request that the stiuie be laid before the legislature of 
the same.*' 

Col. Theodore Lyman of Brookline and Hon. Alfred R. Field of Green< 
field were appointed commissioners to superintend the construction and 

maintenance of fishways in MassnchuRctts, and are to hold their offices 
for the term of five years. A fishway at Lowell , twelve feet wide, is com- 
pleted, and the one at Lawrence is being built, and will be completed 
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before the etream is closed with ice. Tlie cost of the latter is estimated 
at $8,500. 

The l^slatnie of Connecticut, at its session in June last, adopted a 
resolution empowering the governor of the state to appoint two oommiF:- 
fioncre to confer with similar appointee«i of Vermont, New Hampshire 
and MasBacliusetts, concerning the introduction and protection of sea- 



ernor Hawley, appomted as said comniBBioners Mesenrs. J. Hammond 
Trnmbnll of llartford, and William H. Goodspeed of £a8t Haddam. 

In a communication apprising us of the appointments that had been 
made, Governor Hawley expressed confidence in the enterprise, and nnid 
he should " take great p]ea^ure in aiding iu the attainment of the ends 
sought by the general movement." * 

The commissioners of 2scw HampHhire have licen authuiized* to coop- 
erate with those of Massachusetts in restocking the Merrimac river with 
shad and salmon, and also the] Connecticut riTer, if the other states in in- 
terest do their duty in the matter. At this time theyhav * i man in 

their einjdoy in New Brunswick to procure salmon Hpawn, and they are 
abo adoptinn; measures for the construction of iishways on the Merrimac 
and it8 tributaries in that state. 

From the foregoing it appears that our sister states are in earnest 
upon this subject. Tke interest and unity of feeltne manifested induces 
the belief that concurrent legislation and united efforts on the part of 
all the states in interest will aeconlplish the desired result. 

The willingness and promptitude with which Vermont has ever re- 
ppoiid? d to all reasonable calls that have been made, induce the belief 
that it is needless for us to Bugj^est that the legislature should follow the 
noble example set i>y the legislatures of Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
Bbire^ and provide for the introduction of spawn into all streams suitable 
for either sbad or salmon, and also to enact stringent laws for the suita- 
Ue protection of fish. 

It iiiay be proper in this place to prenent a few facts relative to phad 
and Salmon, upon which our belief in the feasibility of the project pro- 
posed is predicated. 

Shad and salmon are gregarious and migratory. During the winter 
months they live in salt water and grow very rapidly. In the spring 
they are very fat, and invariably return to spend the summer in their 
native streams. The fcifuileR that are filled with spawn are said to be 
the firyt to resort to tlio fiesh water. In a few weeks the males follow 
them, it is mainly irom the fact that these migratory fish always 
return to fresh water to deposit their spavm and io the idiHiMd spttumr 
ing beds where they were hatched, that we predicate our belief that with 
suitable effort they may agpiin become abundant in the Connecticut and 
its tributaries. 

The Germans and French were the first to cii|ca;;c in artitieial fish t nl- 
tore. The latter have carried it to a great degree of perfection. During 
the present year there has been holden, under the auspices of the Scten* 
tific Society of Areachan with the cooperation of the French Government, 
a National ^ir or exposition of fishery and water culture at Arcachon. 
A report of this exposition will be addre-^sorl to the Imperial C^ommission 
of the Uniy^rsal Exposition of Paris in ibl)7, wiicrc it is expected the 
contrilnitionn resulting from the fish culture in f ranee will form an im- 
portant feature. The council of administration or directors under whose 
supervision the exposition was holden, in their circular mj : If we 
have borrowed from England the improved methods of farming, it is to

of this, his Excellency, Gov- 
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fmaoe that tbe Euglish luiTe oome to gain tlie very idea of water enl- 
tore. So we may hope that the imperialoommisaioD of the coming nni* 
venal exposition of Paris will think proper to make use of the expoaition . 
of ArcaohoD, to arrive in 1867, in t}ie Renti<m of ftahery and wat^T (Cul- 
ture, at the Kiiinf remarkable renult uttuincti },\ the Imperial Commitiaioa 
of the universal exposition of London in lb02, i'ur tlie section of agri- 
eoltore.** 

The experiment of fleh eulture has also been sncoestifully made in Great 
Britain. In a few instances streams that never had these fish in them 
until the f<pawn were introduced and fiahways built, have become aooroea 

of weal til. 

The head waters of the Clar^ftlway in Ireland were cut ofl' from the 
sea by a natural foil in the stream so that no sea-fish were able to ascend, 
to them. But a fishway has been }}uilt and salmon spawn introduced, 
and the river affords one of the beet salmon fisheries m Great Britain. 
Tlic Robe river that empties into the Ix>ugh Mask in Ireland had no sea- 
fish in it till a fishway about two miles in length was built over the 
natural obstruction in the stream, and salmon ova were placed there and 
hatched. It now abounds in salmon. 

The Tay river in Scotland formerly produced salmon, but being an* 
protected by suitable laws and regulations thev became nearly extinct 
in that stream. But the ppr'*ovorinp: offurtH of Messrs. Buist and Brown, 
who propaj^ated the young tisli nt their estaldishment at Stormonfield, 
and the stringent laws relating to lisliing in that country, have had the 
effect to make salmon very abundant in that stream. In le63 the streams 
of Scotland produced salmon to the value of £500,000, and the salmon 
caught that year in Ireland were estimated at 300,000 pounds sterling.* 

Wc will cite one more inHtanco toiu hing this point, taken from ** The 
American Angler's Book,"' by Norris (pp. 233-4) as follows: 

Loch Shin, a piece of water about twenty-one miles by fourteen, situ- 
ated in the heart of the Sutherland Mountains, is the immediate feeder 
of the River Shin, noted for its salmon fecondity. The loch itself has 
four feeders, middling sized riv( i-h, vis : the Terry, Fiaek, Garvie, and 
Curry, in which, previoiiKly to tlie year lH3f). not a salmon was ever 
seen, thf»nf!;h many wfro iu tlic liubit of ciitcriug the loch or lake. In 
the year mentioned, at the request ot" his Grace of Sutherland and Mr. 
Loch, M. P., salmon were caught in the river Shin, shortly before the 
spawning season, and oonve3red to the four rivers above named, among^ 
whieh they were distributed in due proportions. Mr. Yonns; was the 
managing director on the occasion. In the wonted season all the fish 
spawnr i, each in its rcspprtive river. 

Now mark one of the ronspquenccrt ; — salmon at present, and over 
since, come regularly to spawn, traversing the lake to do su, in all these 
heretofore salmonless rivers. Nay, more, the fish hatched in the Terry 
—at least those tlmt survive long enough— return to the Terry, and the 
young of the otiier three rivers return from the sea to them. ca(*!i grilse 
or salmon entering ncvrr-failingly the stream that gave it birth. What 
wonderful and unerring inntinct ! " 

With these well-established facts and figures before us, we cannot 
longer question the expediency of making the attempt to restock our 
streams with sea-fish. 

The salmon {salmo salar) has always been a favorite fish, and brings 
the highest price of any fish in our markets, kn liahits nrc tolernluv 
well known, and are similar to those of the common brook trout {salm

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/oniinaHs)* Like the latter It slwayi ieeki clear, cold and ihallow imter, 

in which it depoBits its spawn. 

A femnle salmou that weighs ten pounds is said to deposit each year 
ten thousand ova. Larger and smaller ones produce in the same propor- 
tion, that in J for eTcry pound that the fish weighu she is cstimatea to 
produce one thousand eggs. The common trout is even more prolific 
than this. Salmon and trout usually deposit their spawn in the months 
of October, Noveml)er and December. At the time of spawning the 
female trout in their natural state are always attended by a male of the 
RRme species. A clean, gravelly spot is selected, and lest sonic light 
sul)8tance of a muddy nature should be mixed with the gravel, the fish 
arc guided by their instincts to sweep it clean with their tails before the 
spawn is deposited. This precaution is neeessarj, for spawn will not 
retain life in muddy water. This is doubtless one reason why so few 
trout arc hatched in streams subject to freshets. After the spawning 
bed is suitably prepared the female deposits a portion of her ova, and is 
soon foUowe(i by the male fish that quietly settles upon the bed just 
vacated by his mate, and emits a spermatic fluid that descends upon and 
impregnates the ej^. By the combined motions of the fish and the 
eAfect of the running water the eggs are soon covered by the gravel or 
small pebbles upon ■which they are cfoposited. 

The trout selects a shady spot in tlie stream, and usually doposits her 
spawn in night time. It is said — wliether in truth or n(»t— that spawn 
long exposed to the direct rays of the sun will not hatch. From the 
filct that the trout in her native stream selects a shady place for her 
spawning bed, we incline to the belief that the assertion may be true, 
and therefore would suggest that the safer way would be to deposit 
Impawn of oil fish in places not exposed directly to the sunlight. The 
yonnn; fry uld also have a shady place in which to pass the first month 
of their cxibtcnce. 

Mr. Andrew Young, a Scotchman, who devoted much time to the 
study of salmon, gives the following description of the spawning bed, 
and the manner in which the ova are deposited and impregnated 

*' The spawning be<l," says he, ** which may be called a continuation 
of ncRtB, 1" never fashioned transversely or across the wator onrrent, but 
8trai«;ht against it. The way the bed is formed has never before heen 
accurately described. Some have affirmed that the mule lish is the solo 
architect ; others that the female does all the work; others again, that 
the tail is the only delving implement employed, and others write that 
the bed trenches are dug across the stream. A siUmon sfmwning bed is 
constrncted thus : The fish having paired, chosen their K]>ot for bed- 
making and being ready to lie in, they drop down stream a little and 
then rushing back with velocity toward the spot selected, dart their 
heads into the j^ravel, borrowing with their snouts into it. This burrow- 
ing action, assisted by the power of the fins, is performed with great 
force, and the water's current aiding ; the upper part or roof of the ex- 
cavation is removed. The burrowing process is continued until a first 
nest is dug sufficiently capacimm for a first deposition of ova. Then the 
female enters this first hollow link of the hod, and deposits therein a 
portion of her ova. That done she retires down stream and the male 
instantly takes her place, and pouring, by emission, a certain quantitv 
of mflt over the depoeited ova, impregnates them. After this the fish 
commence a second excavation immediately above the first, and in a 
straight line with it. In making the excavations they relieve one 

* Bee G. P. Marsh's veport on the ArtUlcial Propagation of Fish, 
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another. When one fish grows tired of its work, it drops down the 
stream until it is refreshed, and then with renoTated powers resames its 
labors, relieving at the same time its partner. The partner acts in the 

same spirit, and so their labor procuresses by alternate exertion. The 
second bed completed, the female enters it as she did the first, again 
deposit Inq; a portion of ova, and drops a little down Btreain. The male 
forthwiUi enters the excavation and impregnates the ova in it. The dif 
ferent nests are not made on the same day, but on diiferent days pro- 
gressively. The ova in the first are covered with gravel and sand, dog 
from the second, being carried into it chiefly by the action of the car- 
rent. The excavating pror-osM just described is day by day contirmed 
until the female has no lu n ova to deposit. The last depoflition of ova 
is covered in by the action ut the fish and water, breaking down some of 
the grayel crust above and over the nest. Thus is formed a complete 
spawning bed, not at once, not by a single effort, but piecemeal, at sev- 
eral intervals of greater or less duration, according to the siae of the 
fish and quantity of ova to be deposited.'* 

When the female salmon or trout is engaged in depositin2; her ova the 
male is very attentive, and fiercely attacks any finl^ that attempts to ©at 
the spawn or approach his mate. It is a curious fact, and a vi'usc provi- 
sion m nature, that during the spawning period fish will rarely ever eat 
anything. Were it otherwise tney woald devour their own spawn, for 
every fisherman knows how greedily trout and other fish will eat spawn, 
even of their own ?pcciea, when f!;iven to tbcm away from their spawn- 
ing bedn. It irf naid* that neither nhad nor Knlninn ever have any food 
in their stomach after reaching fresh water, and liip presumption is that 
they gain most of their sustenance in the salt water after they make their 
first trip to it. It is well known that they invariably are iat when they 
enter fresh wat^, and lean when they leave it. 

The period of incubation for trout and salm tn varies according to the 
temperature of the water in which the ova are deposited. From the tes- 
timony of an English writerf salmon spawn have been known to hatch 
in thirty days, while other??' in water of a lower temperature have re- 
mained one hundred and forty days before they hatched. 

Prom the careful experiments made by Mr. John Shaw in Qreat Brit* 
ain, about thirty years ago, it is founu that the eggs of salmon will 
hatch in one hundred and ifourteen days when the water has a tempera- 
ture of thirty-six degrees : one hnndrcd and one d\\T>* with ;i tempera- 
tnre of forty-three, and ninety days with a temperature of iurty-fiye de- 
grees. 

The spawn when first deposited are^uite translucent. If prpocrly 
impregnated, a milky speck will appear in the e^, which will gradually 

expand into a whitish line — the germ ot the spine. At one end of thm 
two Mark spe<^-ks appear that mark the spotn for the eyes. These con- 
tinue to grow till the cmpryo iish breaks from the shell, when the eyes 
appear disproportionately large. As the young fry emerges from the 
shell it is nearly transparent, its fins but imperfectly formed, and it is 
able to swim but little in consequence of the umbilical bladder tluirt ift 
attached to it just back of the gills. This bladder is nearly as large as 
the egg which contained It, and from it the young fry derives its entire 
support during; the tirnt month of i{8 existence. It is when the fish are 
in the embryo state— just after the black spots that mark the eyes appear 
— that they can safely be transported and mtrodooed into streams fax dis.

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tant from the one in which their progenitors lived. All that is required 
to iiiBure their safe removal seems to be a uniform temperature, and a 
suffioient ftmount of a^mted urater to keep them wet. If tbej are placed 
in water it should bo often changed, or air should be driven through it 
with a bellows or syringe. Moss from swamps is like a sponge, and not 
only reta'TiR the water, Imt also to impart oxygen to it. Spawn 

carefully packed in wet sphagnum moeti can be sofelj transported to a con- 
sideniblo distance. 

Sooii after the umbilical bladder is aljsorbcd tlic young fry t-eck I'uod, 
and arc very sprightly in tbcir motions. They arc then, called parrs. 
We will now briefly quote the words of another* showing the growth, 
and giving the names that the salmon bear in the different stages of their 
existence. After the umbilical sac is absorbed, he says : " It is then a 
salmon />?/, and so contimicB to its twelfth month when it beromes a 
stnolt with silvery coat, its loiiirth five inchcri or ^;o, and its weight two 
or three ouncen. It then migrutes to salt water, feeds therein, and in 
the course of three or four months becomes a grilse^ or maiden salmon, 
weighing not unfrequentlv eight pounds (rapidity of growth most mar- 
velous and almost incredible !) In this grilse state it returns to its na- 
tive river, spawns in due season upon its f irds. and not lono; aftorwnrd 
migrates for the neeond time to the nca. llavinji; lod there for two or 
three months it becomes an adult suimon weighing twelve, fourteen or 
sixteen pounds. It again returns to itsnatiTO river, deposits in the 
spavifnin^ beds some ten thousand to fifteen thousand ova, which are im- 
pregnate by the male, and give life in all probability to seven oreight thou- 
sand salmon. Salmon will migrate and immltrrnte every year until they 
are captured, increasing in size, not in the sjanie ratio as in their first 
years, and breeding annually," Some mja^ ask how these facts are known. 
To such we will say that repeated experiments have been made by cut- 
ting tbe fins of the young fish or attaching marked labels to them which 
were easily recognized upon the return of the salmon. 

'yir. Andrew Young of Sutherlandshiro, England, made experiments 

which he reportp aB follows : f 

*' I have experimented on salmon says he, " for upwards of thirty 
years. • ♦ • ♦ In 1S34, and for a number of years following, we 
marked spawned fish tox the purpose of settling the question denied by 
many, of the return of salmon to their native rivers. This we did sat- 
isfactorOy. We, in 1835, marked smolts to ascertain and set at rest the 
following point, denied by manv, viz ; that the miolfs returned r/rihe 
the same year that they first wont from the river to tlie sea in the smolt 
state. Ihe experiment proved tliis also, and specimens of the grilse 
that we marked when smmts, and which returnea grilse &om the sea to 
fieah water the year they were marked, may be now seen in the Museum 
of the Boyal »)cietv of Edinburgh. We qontinued theee marking 
many yf>!ir«. invarianly with eimilar results, and nt the same pericra, 
continuing cuntiuuouHly iluring thre<? yearf, we careluliy watched the 
spawning operations and sjwiwning beds in all their stages, and were 
fully convinced at last that the fry remained in the rivers one whole year 
ona^no longer after Having been hatched,** 

From the foregoing it appears that the parr or young salmon firy re- 
mains in its native stream one full year, and weighs only a few ounces ; 
that it then becomes a smolt, elothed with silvery scaleH, and runs to 
the sea, where it remains a few months and returns a grilse from fiitoea

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to eighteen moBtfae old, filled with spawn and weighing from four to 
eight pounds each ! After the sjpawning seanon is pas t it retnnw to salt 

water lean and worthleBB. A few months elapee nw\ it again returns to 
fresh wntor ^veigbing from ten to sixteen pounds, and then they are 
called euimuu. 

The nataral history of the shad {{Uosa pntsiabiHs) is in some respeets 
similar to the salmon. They ascend fresh water streams in May and 
June and soon deposit their spawn that hatch in a few weeks. The 

joung shad the next fall run in immense tnnnl^ers to the salt "water where 
they spend the winter, in the ^jirint; they return fat to their native 
waters weighing from two to six pounds eacli. They select their epawn- 
iiig ground in ladies of water deeper and warmer than those oeenpied 
hv the salmon. The deep eddies oelow dams and waterfalls are gener- 
ally selected bj them. The eddy below Bellows Falls was formerly a 
favorite spawning ground for tlie hIkuI. The one below Ilulyokc dam in 
MasBaehuFettB in now occupied for that purpose, and thousands of shad 
are annually caught at that place. 

Before the erection of the higli dain acro^h Lhe Merriniac at Iv<jwell, 
shad and baluiun ascended thuL blreaui in great numbers as far an Frank- 
lin, N. H. At this point the company parted. The shad invariably 
took the stream for Winnipisiogee lake, and the salmon took the other 
branch that flows from the eold springs near the base of the White 
Mountains. 

Prior to the building of the dams in the Connecticut river to fLimish 
slacJi.- water navi^tiou, in 1798, shad and salmon were abundant in thai 
stream, and famished mnch of the food for the people of the oountiy at 
thai time. The Pleasant Bard/' * in his poem on « Shad Fisheries,*' 
says that those who read his truthful rhymes, 

" Can scarce conceive what schooln of sliad 
Made our old &ahBt taUuirB g^ad." 

And he further adds : 

" A single haul would bring ashore 
Some forty, fifty, sLicty^score. 

When for some two and eeventy pence, 

You might have drawn a cart load thence 
Of jast the finest shad that ever 

Swam this or any other river." 

Shad were formerly abundant as far up the Oonneeticut as Bellows ftalls, 

hut never above that barrier. 

But Balmon, which are very strong and active fish, ascended the falls 
and were caught abundantly aB far up as the head waters of the Oon- 
neeticut, and oecasionally in its tributaries. But the building of a dam 
sixteen feet high acroBB the Connecticut juet below the mouth of Miller ^s 
river in Massachusetts in 1798, effectually stopped the pasfiage of both 
ghad and salmon. In a few years, as might have bron oTperted, salmon 
entirely disappeared from the stream. Bnt not sj witli the shad. In- 
'Bt^d of reauiring the clear, cold water at the head of Btreams, they 
were so weU suited with the eddies of the O(»meoticnt as to remain 
there and fulfil their work of pro-creation in the deep waters of that 
stream . 

Notwithstanding the reckless and unrestricted slaughtpr that i« anna- 
ally made upon the shad of the Connocticut by gill nets au l (itlicr tie- 
vices, they arc feiill ipiite abundant as far up as the dam at lloiyoke,

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beyond which they cannot af*ecnd. But were the obgtractions in the 
Connecticut removed by the building of suitable fishwaj's over them, 
shad could again be caught nt "Bellows Falls as in the days of^yore ; pro- 
vided spawn or young shad wvm placed there. Perhaj>6 the In^nt way 
would be to capture borne bluid jimt before the spawDing s^Huiiaad place 
them in the edaj below the Ma. Some are or opinion that mereljr the 
ODDstraction of suitable fiehways would be sufficient to < nr^ure their re* 
turn ; but the safer way would be to introduce the live shad or spawn aa 
proposed RV»ve. Wo nvo of opinion that shad may bo ]>roduced sucecss- 
fully at pointH in the CuniH-cticnt above Bellowb fallh, and oven in the 
streams and ponds of eastern Vermont that are suited to tlieir natures, 
proyided suitable fishwavs be constructed over the falls and dams between 
their spawning beds and the ocean. 

With these conditions complied with, we are of opinion that shad may 
be produced abundantly in the numerous ponds through which Black 
River flown in Plymouth, Ludlow, Cavendish and Springfield, and the 
same may be true ol" other streams in eastern Vermont. As a general 
rule we think shad would be' best suited with deep, still water, while 
salmon would run to the ck ar, <M>ld water of our mountain streuns. 
But before we can have an abundance of shad and salmon in our streams, 
money must be expended in the construction of fiphwayn, and in pro- 
curing spawn to rainc the tirc't ntock of fish. The Connecticut river \h 
wholly out of Vermont, the boundary line of New Uampshire Ji>cing the 
west oank of that stream ; therefore the Legislature is only called upon 
to provide for the construction of fishways over the tributaries of the 
CcHUieotieut, an'l make suitable provision for the introduction oi spawn 
or ^oung fry into the streams of the State. 

lishways are not very expensive except over lugh dams upon large 
streams. Thev are made of plank and usually start from one end of the 
dam. A small gap, say frcmi four to twel?e feet wide and from one to 
two feet deep, according to the size of the stream, is made in the dam, 
so that the waste water that otherwise would flow over the dam shall 
pass through this gap and enter the fishway, which is a trough or chute 
descending about one foot in ten. In this trough are bars that extend 
about half way across and are slightly inclined up stream to aflord rest- 
inff pkue$ fyt ibe fish as they go up the fishway. To make it more plain 
we introduce the following diagram, which represents a fishway as seen 
from Mow the dam :

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It is iiiiprirtaiit that the foot of the fishway be in a deep basin. If the 
only basin below the dam is too near it to be reached by a fishwayTas 
shown in the <lia;^raiii, one may l)e made to lie run down part of tln' way 
and then bp turned 8o ao to reach the Imsin, simihur to the turn often 
made with a flight of stain. 

The question ma^ atiio whether the fish now in onr streams may not 
devour the young shad and salmon so as to extenninate them or |)rcveilt 
their rapid increase. We hare fears that the bull pout (pimelodus trul" 
garis) may destroy many of the shad spawn. But the salmon spawn, 
depo^iited in the clear, cold water, will do likely to (^apo them, as the 
pout seldom frequents such spots. 

The pickerel {esox reticulatus) is a very voracious fish, and will doubt- 
less destroy some of the young shad and salmon. But they rarely ever 
run up swift running riyulets where the young salmon are bred, there- 
fore the latter would be comparatively Bafo. The spawninn; soason for 
the pickerel is in the Bprinj^, just about the time t!mt the young nalmon 
have absorbed the Hubstance of their umbilical mv and want food. Be- 
ing comparatively safe from the attacks of the pickerel, (for they, like 
other fish, will eat but little or nothing during the spawning period,) the 
young sail n 11 fry will eat the piekerS spawn or the young pickerel fry 
as they arc hatched. 

The blaek sucker (eatasiomas nigricans) will probably eat thousands of 
shad spawn, but as a compensation for this, the young sucker fry will fur- 
nish excellent food for the shad ami salmon. The salmon spawn will be 
comparatively safe from the attacks of suckers. It is a true saying that 

big fish will eat little ones." MTe must expect' this. We must not 
count upon more than one full ^rown fish for ere^ ten spawn. But 
even one fish for every fifty will, in our opinion, yieW a greater percen- 
tage; of food for the capital iuTested than from any other source in the 
State. 

By the uonditioris of the joint rctulutiou under which we received our 
appointment no allusion was made to the introduction of fish into Lake 
Cham plain and the rivers upon the west side of the Green Mountains. 
But we feel unwilling to dismiss this subject without alluding to the de- 
Birablcncss of re-stx king Lake Champlain and the stronm^ entering; it 
with sca-finh. At the last session of the Vermont Lc<rislature a law wa^ 
pasHcd prohibiting the catching of shad or whitc-tihh from Lake Uhaui- 
plain during the months of September, October and November, to take 
effect after the state of New York and the Canadian Government had 
passed a similar act. The Provincial legi($lature of Canada have passed 
a Bimilar law : hut tlu^ legislature of New York have failed to doso, and 
there tore the law is a nullity. 

The shad or white-fish {coregonus alius) of Ivakc Champlain \i< unlike 
the shad of the Connecticut, and does not increano in size or numbers as 
rapidly as the latter. Were Canada and New York to enact suitable 
laws for the introduction and preservation of sea-fish in Lake Champlain 
nnd the St. Lawrence river, we are of opinion that Lake Champlain 
would become one of the !>?st locations for shad fisheries in the Tnitcd 
States, provided the spawn ot the sluid {aJosa prastabiiis) were introduced 
therein and suitably protected. 

In relation to the introduction of black bass, land-locked salmon 
and other varieties,'* into the waters of the State, we will say that we 
have not done so for the reason that it would be useless to make the at- 
tempt unless there were laws to suitably protect them. 

Uur streams are well suited to the habits of the common brook trouit 
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Rn(\ before wo wmtld rpoonmiend the introduction of other variftios we 
wouM ask that suital)h; protection bo extended to them. Tf properly 
protected by legislative euiictmcntt^, and a little cfl\>rt in made to pre- 
serve and increase the number of young fry, our brooks and riyers would 
soon be filled with trout. The snawn from half a dozen pair of trout 
per annum would furnish young fry enough to make good iitibing in any 
• Drook in the State. Several people in the Statf^ nre makinjr experiments 
in artificial tnnit raining with a o;of>d de^ee oi ^iiC(•e.«H. Hut thev have 

generally eommenced witii little or uo iiistructiouh or experience upon 
tie subject, and have often met with reverses that a better knowledge of 
the basiness would hare prevented. 

ARTIFICIAL TROl'T RAISING. 

To aid such as may desire inforiiiatiou upon this sulm^ct, wo will here 
introduce very clear and valuable instructions firom the pen of Hon. S. 
H. Ainsworth of West Bloomfield, New York, who has been verv suo- 
eessful in artificial trout raising. 

BEST METHOn OF CONSTBVCTING PONDS, 

To grow trout suocessfiiUj, there must be three ponds, one above ihe 
other, in the same stream if possible, as it saves much time in transfer- 
ring the small fry from one pond to the other, as they increase in siie. 

The objeet of these yonth i.s to keep the youn^ trout out of the reach of 
the larger onen until tiny are vl suitieicnt nize £o take <-are »»f them*elvef», 
which requires two years at least. Pound ti*out would soon exterminate 
a pondful of one year olds, if not well fed, and undoubtedly take more or 
less of them ^if well fed, so that they would soon run out if left together. 
The first or upper pond is to grow the small fry in the first year ;• the 
second one for the second year'n p;rowth. In the sprin«r of the second 
year they will generally he lar-jr enouirh to eare for theniHclvos— fov 
from seven to nine inches lon«^, and Iroui four to five ounces in weight, 
if well fed. They may now oe turned into the lower or large pond. 
The first pond may contain from one to eighty square rods, and be from 
one to three feet deep, according to amount of water, and number of 
trout one wislies to ^row. The second pf)nd from l>(M) t^ 400 square rods, 
and from two to t i^^ut Irct <!( . p. The third or last pond, from forty 
square rods to ten or more acres, and from eight to twenty feet deep. 
The water in the last pond must be deep if large trout woufd l>o grown. 
From 8,000 to 10,000 trout may be grown in the smallef^t pond, and 
from 300,000 u]) ward to 2,000,000 in the largest pond. 

The 'hniis for tlie«e ponds sdionld be tmilt of stone or earth, to be last- 
ing. F n tli nuich the <'hea}ieHt. t'lay will hold all the water and 
make a permanent dam. If built of stone, the cheaper way is to build 
a double wall, laid in qnick lime, with two inch space between, and till 
the space with water-lime grouting, which will hold the water through 
all time. This wall should be in thickness In ]iroportion to its height, 
say from four to ten feet. These tlams can he bnilt partly of stone and 

Sartly of earth, as may be desired. At the bottom of each of these' 
ams tiierc should be a flume from six inches to four feet square, accord- 
ing to volume of water, to draw off the water and fish when desired, 
from one pond to the other ; also, to catch and assort the fish for use in 
the lower pond, and to clear the ponds of grass and filth when necessary 
— jKirhaps in from four to eight yenr;^. Th(Te must ^ho be a flume for 
waste water on top, with a wire ^screen to prevent the trout from run- 
ning out, or they would soon leave the pond. To hold the young fry, 
the mc3hc3 in the screen must be little larger than the head oi a pin, a»

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these joung trout are very tiny when the egg is abaorbed, not more than 
one to one and one-fourth inch long. The first dam must be tight to 
keep them. The dame Will ooet from $50 'to $4000, depending apoa 
eixe and qaality. 

SPAWNING BKDS. 

There must be a race leading into each of the two lower ponds from 
two to ten foot wide, nnd two to six rods long, with descent enon^i^h to 
prodvi^f^ a t^ontlo, rippling current. The bottom must be covered two or 
tfirci^ 1 IK lies dcoj) with well washed graYel, with a nice screen at each 
end, to be raided or closed at pleasure. These races should be bo con- 
structed that the top of the graTcl at the lower end will be on a level 
with the water in the pond in its lowest stage ; and the dams are con- 
structed in such a manner that the water may ))e raised at will from twelve 
to eiw-htcon inches in the pond and lower end of race. The races are the 
spawning ground for the trout, in each of the pondB, and every trout will 
run into^lieui during the spawning season, to aeposit their ova — at which 
time the eggs may be procured by artificial means, by dropping the screens 
and taking the fish in a scoop-net. During this season the i*ace shonld 
be covered witli luiards, and all intruders kc])t away, as they arc very 
shy at this time, although quite tame in the pond?*. Tn like manner 
races may be built at the lower ends of the ponds by taking the water 
out along the side of the Iwuk. The trout will find their way down a8 
well as up. 

WATER. 

The most important thing to be looked to in trout-growine is the 
mtmLnt, purity and temperature of the water. The volume of water 
should l)e ample, entirely free from all sediment and all surface water, 
and at 1 i^t f rty degree« Fahrenheit — still better at forty-ei^ht dcgrec^^ 

^lie temperature of the water in the far-famed Caledonia Springs, where 

the trout naturally increase and grow fiwter than in any other place 
known in the world. This stream, only one mile in length, is fished 
eonstanUy from the first of AprU to the first of September, furnishing 
thousands of pounds, annually, without any apparent diminntion, which 
can only be ace<'^nnted for by taking into consideration the exceeding 
purity as well iv^ tlu^ hitjh temperature of the water, — the water in the 
coldest day of winter being forty-eight degrees in the spring, and forty- 
seven degrees in the spawning beds, and forty-two decrees generally, m 
the creek. The small ponds can be supplied by a sprmg that will fill a 
two-inch pipe, and so on in proportion to volume, up to the largest 
named ponds, wliieh nhould, at least, fill a forty-inch pipe. This will 
keep the water pure aud clear in ail the ponds, and the fisn in a healthy 
and vigprous condition. 

HATCHING BOXES. 

Tlie orilv sure method of success in hatching the eggs, is to place thcin in 
troughs from eight to eighteen inches wide, according to the volume of wa- 
.ter, six uiches deep, andftom ten to fifty feet long, witha slight descent- 
enough to produce a gentle current, but not enough to move the spawn 
when placed in them. The bottom of these troughs are to be covered 
with two inches of fine gravel, and clean, coarse eand. These troughs 
are completed with a lid to cover tightly, and with screens at each end. 
They are now ready for the water. The water should be from one and a 
half to two inches deep over the graTel and eggs. The number of these 
boxes may be ineieasea with the amount of water and number of eggs. 
The nearer the boxes are to the springs the better. The water from Sie 
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«prin^ should run directly into a box placed at right angles with the 
hatohin^ bozet, to be naed, say from tme to fifteen feet long, twenty 
inehee £ep and wide, and drawn from thie box throagh fine acreens and 

6pout8 into the hatchino; boxes, f^raduatlng the amount of water requirod 
in each hatching box, to give the required depth to the water over the 
^ge. Th& boxes are now ready for the eggs. 

BPAWNING SXAS0N8. 

In my pond, the trout commenced spawning on the 12th of November 
in 1860, on the 5th in lRr>l, and on the 3d in 1862, and finished each 
year from tiic 10th to the lOtli of January. I lun inforiiied tluit in some 
other sections they commence the first half of October. The female 
tnrai seldom come into the race until the very day they begin to spawn. 
As soon as they commence to dcDosit the ova thej shonld be taken out 
and the spatm proenred artificialiy. 

HOW TO XXTRtTDX THE. BOGS. 

« 

Take out the tront in the race with a net, and place them in baskets, 
standing in the wnterj'in some convenient place to handle them. Take 
It pan or pail ^vith three or four inches of water in it from the spring, 
and place it near the baskets eontaininji; the trout. The 022^8 must be 
quickly extruded and the trout replaced in tiic water. This operation 
must not consume more than one minnte if possible. All tilings being 
ready a female trout is taken out of the basket with one hand, with the 
other gently rub the abdomen from the gills downward, and the spawn 
will flow in a continuous Ftream into the ve^^pcl. ('<n^tirtue tlic ruhhing 
until the spawn is wiiolly extruded, then quickly ri | la(o tlie trout in the 
race, or sepamte basket. One side of the e^^ ban a small, white speck ; 
here is where the impregnation takes place- This side of the egg beins the 
lightest it always falls this side up ready to receive the milt. We hare 
now in the pail from 400 to 8,000 spawn, according to the age and size of 
tho female. Now take a male trout from the basket, and, in like manner, 
or by the thumb and finger on caeh side of t]io altdomen, which requires 
rather more pressure, exude the milt. The miit falls upon the water and 
settles upon the e^gs. I nsualhr take from two to fi>ar males to impregnate 
from 2,060 to 8,000 spawn. In like manner I serve all the trout in the 
haskets. I then place the spawn and milt in shallow vessels and put the 
dishes in the «prin<; water, where T aUow thorn in the milt from one to 
twenty-four hourn. Probahly one hour sut]i< i( nt to insure impregna- 
tion. I took from 300 to 10,000 spawn daily irom the 3d of November 
to the lOtb of January, making in all, about 130,000 spawn, attended 
with perfect suecees. 

HOW TO PI<ACB THE BOOS IN THE HATCHING BOXES. 

Commence at the lower end of thehoz, and lay the eggs on top of the 
sand as thick as you can place them without touching each other. Plro- 
eeed In this manner daily until you have filled the entire length. Should 

you choose, you can put petitions between each day's deposit, vnth date 
and number of eggs. A nox one foot wide and twenty feet long will con- 
tain 100,000 eggs. It has been recommended to place the spawn in 
gravel from one to two inches deep, in imitation of the trout ; but I find 
by practice that the first method is the bettor one, as it will enable jou 
to examine tiie spawn dally. The reason will be seen under the head of 

t AFTER CABE. 

The eggs will need to be examined every week or two, and all the dead 
or white ones picked out with a pair of forceps, made of No. 8 wire 
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flattened at the ends. If the water is perfectly pure, and aboTe fortj^ 

two degrees throngh the winter, bat few will die. Ab the eggs die, a 
y^etable fungus, caUcd Bysms, iittaches itself to them, and throws oat 
it« little hairy lingers and claspw all the live eggs in their reach and soon 
killB Liiem. Hence the necof^sity of having ttie eggs in sight. These 
hatching troughs should be covered with a house, containing u stove with 
fire, ae it will make it more comfortable for the operator, and aid in 
keeping up the temperature of the water. 

THE TIME OF ENCUBATIOK 

Depends upon the condition and temperature of the water. The water 
in my hatching boxes stands this winter at tliirty-cinlit (iegreetJ, aTnl at 
forty degrees in the springs. The spring are from eight to thirty rods 
from the box, brought in two-inch pipe tile, laid from two and a half to 
three feet under ground in water-line. In thia water the eg^b commenced 
hatching the 2l6t of January, seventy-eight days after they were put in 
the box, and they have been hatching in great numbers, dail^, since. 
So far, my pucccph lias J^een beyond my most sanguine expeetationB, and 
nhould nothing bctali them I shall have enough \a) btoek a number of 
small ponds, at least. I took a few eggs from the race after they bad 
been in forty days, and put them in a tumbler in my house where the 
temperature ranged from fifty to sixty degrees. They hatehed in twentj- 
six days after, twelve days sooner than those in the race. The egg has 
two skins or membranes ; the trout f smif 1 I r twcrn them. The first 
u]>iiearance of thfe egg as viewed through a magnifying g-lnpH, w a red 
speck on one side near the white speck hcfurc referred to. 1 iun, I think, 
is the heart. This ia about the fortieth day. In two or three days a 
fine artery is seen running each way from the speck around the egg. 
About the forty-ninth day the eyes are percej itible ; on the fifty-first Sj 
could see tlie fonnutii)ii of the head and l»o(l\ ; on the sixtieth, could see 
the heart beat, and the arti rit s running in all directions It show* 
life, and in a few day« bursts the outer covering, but in still lirmly at- 
tached to the egg, which, in fact, is a part of tlie young trout. The 
young trout, when first hatched, is about half an inch long, and looks 
and acts more like awiggler you often sec in rain-water, than a trout. 
It has no fins except the iiertoral.-, ju.-t hack (.f the ^ills. lie lies upon 
his side almost eonniantly. On the iilteeuth day all the rest of the fins 
are plainly seen, and he now tjikcs on the appearance and action of a 
trout, and is constantly in motion, darting through the water withgreat 
rapidity. It liTes upon this sack until it is all absorbed, which is about 
the fortieth day. At this time the young fish begins to seek its own 
Hying. He is now one and a quarter inches long. 

FOOD. 

I found, la«t ppnn<j;, that the young trout ate and tlirived well on the 
yolk of hens' eggs, l»oiled hard and erumhlcd tine. After a few weeks I 
fed them on hashed liver. I hud this to he the best food for trout of all 
ages, as they grew rapidly upon it. I feed my trout once a day through 
the summer, and from two to three times a week through the winter, as 
thc^ eat lees in cold weather than in warm, and grow in proportion. I 
have 11 CO parent trout *'a\ight with a hook in the streams about. My 
largest }H»nd eontainn Bixty-oue squaie rods : wat<>r fourteen feet deep. 
Four hundred of these trout were put in la^t summer, four hundred one 
year ago, and about four hundred two years ago. About fiftv have been 
taken out f u- table use,and about the same number have died from various 
causes. They were from one to two years old when placed in the pond, 
to that they now raoge from two to five years old. A few are older, I 
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ied them the livers, &c., from two beeves a week during the last summer. 
This famiebed food ao abundantly that they paid hat little attention to 
£ieB or other inaecta. It coat me about seven dollars for food last year. 

The fi^ih nrc very tame, coming rc;;iiliirly for their food ; they take it 
from a npoon, or hand, and throw thcmseivod clear out of the water, by 
.the hundred, in their eagerness lur it. 

GROWTH. 

The trout that Imtched one year ago now, are from four t<i tteven inches 
long, and are heavy oompared with thoae in the atreame in a wild atate. 
Thoae two years old are from seven to nine inchea ; three yeara, ftom 

nine to eleven inches ; four years, from eleven to thirteen inches ; and 
five 'yearp, from thirteen to fifteen inches lonp:. Trout four years old will 
average orn- jxmnd in weight. The trout in niv pond will weigh from one 
quarter oi a pound to two pounds each. With pure, cold water, and 
plenty of good, fresh food daily, trout will grow rapidly, and may attain 
a pound's weight in three years. Still, those of thesamengc vary much 
•in size. There are Tom Tonmbs and liivinia Warrens, as well as Daniel 
Lamberts and Hannah Crousee, in this trout fiuuily, as well aa in the 
human tamily. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

<One year old trout ma^ be carried a long distance in water with ioe, 
if ikept constantly in motion, so as to keep up the supply of oxygen. I 
haive brought 3O0 trout, one and two years old, twenty miles in a bar- 
rel, without chanp^ing water, but keeping it coM ^\ 5th ice. Had the 
water been still, they would have lived but a nhort time. The eggs, 
after impreciation, may be carried any distance in water, in bottles or 
pails, or paeked in dean, wet sand. In this way all the streams and 
ponds in the country might be stocked in a few yean. The spawn from 
a few thousand paient trout, thus sent broadcast over the land, would 
soon fill the fifroftms, and famish an immonse amount of sport to the an- 
^er, and most delicious food to the country. 

PROFITS. 

The first question nf^ked by many is, Can trout-growing be made profit- 
able? My answer w, Vcf. At the present price of trout in market, 
which is mty cents per pound, and ready buIc iur ull that can Ijc bought 
at that, I Imow of no other bnsineas that can he made moro remunarap 
tiye* Let us make the calculations in the scale of the largest ponds heia 
discussed, where there is an abundance of pure spring water, vis :

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But if the profit if too laro^e to pl('as<\ we will Bay that tlie trout are* 
worth but one shilling a pound ; and where is there a disciple of Sir 
Isaak in America, who would not be glad of the chance for Buch higjtk 
sport, through the raeens of bis fly> and paj hia shilling per pound ror 
all he caught ? Yes, eir, the anglers of the country would soon take out 
all the trout in the ponds at that lay. A pound trout at the end of a ono 
hundre<l foot lino and a ten foot fly-rod, rushing through the water with an 
almost liglitiiiiig t^peed, first this way, then that, bending the rod nearly 
double with his power, and spinning the reel as he runs out the line to 
its fiiU length, showing his broad, beautUul sides — maw here, now than, 
now diving deep down in his crystal element, leaping out of the water- 
in this and that direction — requiring a steady liand and great skill to 
bring him to land ; even now, about to pick him up, he makes another 
powerful 8trug*yle for life, and is away again, with the velocity of thought, 
out this time noon yielding to a superior power — the well-practiced 
hand of his captor— and now lies motionless on the water, with bia 
mouth extended, his glisteniii^ sides turning about in the water as he i» 
ezultingly reeled to land, soon to be placed in the delighted angler's 
basket. One shilling per pound f »r 8iich a trout ! Every trout usher- 
man will tell you that his trout cot«t him nearer one di ifar per pound, 
let him go where he will for them, besides hardships iiiuumeruble when 
going into a dense wilderness. At one shilling per pound, they wouM 
give the nice little sum of $224,150. But suppose, again, there could 
be but one-half of the number raised in the largest sized ponds, and the 
expense of i^rowinf]; them would be equal to the first calculation ; still 
this would t!;ive a profit of $88,525. Suppose, finally, that they are 
worth only six cents per pound ; this will give a profit of $29,712.50,. 
besides all the ponds, parent tront, and 300,000,000 ogss, or young fry,, 
in ^tdiin^boxes, could have been taken from the number of tront now 
in the pondB, — worth a fortune of themselves ! I believe the first sum. 
TTiifrht bp rral iz(Ml, with everything favorable. But they Rlioiild he located 
near a large city, in order to obtain sufficient food. i^niuU ponds will, 
yield a profit in" proportion. Nearly every farmer has a spring, if prop- 
erly arranged, that will fnrnish trout for his table, witii out little* 
expense." 

In a letter reeeived from Mr. Ainsworth he says : <<I have hatched as 

hijich afl ninety-nine out of rwrj hundred put into my spawninG; boxes, 
and in one instance two hundred and niue out of two hundred and ten 
spawn put into a small wire box to test the number that I could hatch 
on a small scale." Hr. Ainsworth estimates the number of spawn in 
the female trout to average as follows :

He says : " 1 have taken 8000 Hpav n from a six year old trout weigh- 
ing two pounds, and hatched them all as far as I oould discern, mixed 
with others.'* 

The most precarious time in the life of a trout is just after the umbil- 
ifia sac is absorbed. They then require food and pure amted water, or 

they will starve for want of water to breathe or food to eat. But if 
taken from the hatch in p- hnxop and placed in running Htrennn=i of water 
suited to their nature, they ^vill nearly all live and furnish themselves 
with food. In this way the brooks of Vermont may nearly all be made^ 
good " trout brooks.'* 
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If persons owning artificial ponds would remove the trout tficrofrom 
in early winter, the young fry would be found in great numbers the fol- 
lowing spring. Mr. Seth Green of Munford, Monroe County, New York, 
is extensiYely engaged in raismg trout. He not only sells the mature 
trout, bot auo the email fry and spawn for stocking streams or ponds. 
Tbe lAtter he sells at ten dollars per thousand. The young fry, an inch 
long, he sells at fifty dollars per tnoueand. He sells the yearlings at one 
hundred dollars per thoupan'd. It is much less trouble, and quite as safe, 
to transport tbe spawn instead of either the young fry or the yearlinorg. 
lie says in his circular, that contains full directions for handling the 
spawn : " I can send them a fiftj^ day's journey, packed in a box with 
moes. I place the mdm bbxin a tin pail , with sawdust so that the spawn 
will not feel the change of heat or cold.'' 

From what has been said in the foregoing pages, it i« evident that, 
with propor management, trout raising may be made ay pi ifituUle busi- 
ness, wiiii the capital required, as any other industrial pursuit in which 
a person can engage. A few in Vermont bare ahready commenced npon 
a small scale, and more will probably do so when the matter is properly 
presented to them. To aid such in their beginning, has been our ooject 
m presenting so many facts, an^ giving the modus operandi so much in 
detail. 

In order to have the enterprise of lish culture a successful one, whether 
in private ponds or in pnbuc stroamR, legislatiye M will be required. 
Stringent laws sbonld be enacted and enforced, embracing the following 
conditions : 

First, An absr^lute prohibition to take salmon, shad or trout in nny of 
the rivers or pouds of thf> State for the space of five y<Mirs frout the time 
such fish are placed in the streams, under the penalty of fifty dollars for 
every fish caught, and thirty days imprisonment in the county jail, ihe 
fine to go to the informer. 

Second, The prohibition, under the same penalties forever taking 
any of the fish named during the monthn from October to March in- 
clusive ; or within fort}^ rods of any fishway over which the fish may pass 
at any season of the^ear. 

Third, The prohibition under the same penalties, of using anv gill- 
nets, stake-wears or other devices for taking fish that shall extend more 
thtm one third the distance across the stream. 

Fourth, That fiBhwnys be constructed and maiiitninod over all dams 
more than three feet high in streams suitable for shad, salmon or trout. 
With these conditions complied with, and the concurrent legislation and 
action on the part of Now Hampshire, Massachueetts and Connecticut, 
we' are of opinion that success will attend the enterprise, and a new 
source will be opened from whence these luxuries can be obtained in such 
abundance that they will form an important article of subsistence for 
the people of the State.

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REPORT OF HON. JUSTLX S. MORRILL AND. HON. GEORGE F. 
EDMl NDS, COmilSSIONERS FOR VKHMONT ON THE NA- 
TIONAL STATUARY HALL AT WASHINGTON. 



To Hon . Paul Dillingham , Governor nf Vermont : 

Sir : — The undersigned having been honored hy your appointmciit a*» 
CommisBioners under the Joint Resolution relating to the National 
StatoaiT Hall/' pamsed at the last Bession of the Legislature of Vermont, 
letpeetnilly submit the following Report : 

By the provisions of the act of Congress we learn that Each etate 
*» is invited to furnish statues, not exeoedinc: two in number, of decen^ed 
"persons, who iiave been citizcnp thcreul, and illustrious for their Iiis- 
** torical renown or for distinguished civic or military services, such as 
^'eaeh state shall detennine to be worthy of this national commemo* 
"ration." 

And we find the terms of our appointment require us to examine the 
guhjoct. BO far as it relate^ to this State, and to report such factf riTid 
make such Buggestions to the Legislature at its next session, as we shall 
deem material and best calculatea to enable the Legislature at that time 
to take definite action in relation thereto. 

The most important Imnch of our duties is one of great delieaey, and 
is undertaken with unfeigned diffidence, but the action of your Commie- 
aioners, happily, if not final, and the Loc:if^lature, in its revifiion of the 
subject, will jtroinptly correct whatever misjudgmcnts may appear. 

It appears that the selections must be limited to deceased persons, not 
eKoeeding two in number, who have been eitizens of the State. Beyond 
tills, all woold seem to be left to the diseretion and good taste or tlM 
respective states. 

The choice of fit name? for this Bigrjnl mnrk of distinction at once 
raises the question, I'rom what era in our history ehall they be taken? 
Vermont was founded by those who, even in that early dawn of onr 
ooantrv, had found Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Hampshire and 
New xork too old and tame for their restless spirit of enterprise, and 
their deseendants have compensated the country, following the migratory 
example of our forefathrrR. l>y contributing in no ptinted measure to the 
building up of other and fresher statef beyond us in the liniitlens West. 
Though never a colonial dependency of Great Britain, nor belonging to 
the donfedoration, and never a territory of the United States, yet Ver- 
mont bore a distinguished part in the war of the revolution, and was 
the first state admitted into the Union after the adoption of the Oonsti- 
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tntion. The hiBtory of the Green Mountain pioneers haB bo man^ 
marked fenturep, so inany important as well as romantic IncirlcntK, that it 
"will always poHscsH cliarms for the student and the BtatePinan. Our part 
of th<* world— called then sometimoH the "New Haniphhirc Graiits," 
tind sometimes "New Connecticut " — liad only began to be attractive 
to aetUeni when the nation declared its indepen£nce of the mother 
<x>untr7, and the war of the revolution succeeded. The founders of the 
State, therefore, were blended w^ith those of the hintoric period of mir 
first <i^rcat national struggle, and the chief actors of the times were 
almost equally conspicuous as the pioneers and heroes of the Green 
Mountiiins. 

It cannot be doubted that there will be a general concurrence of opin- 
ion, in looking to this epoch, to find at leant one of Vermont's deceased 
citizens to represent our State in that National Hall of Statuary, whore 
will be assembled, in enduring marble and bronze, to be OTzed upon by 
present and riiturc generationN, the imnp-oR of those worthies who have 
most largely i aiiriluited to the interept ami grandeur of our history. 

This point being considered as settled, one half of our allot^d task is 
ended ; for it is undeniably true that the most prominent figure stand- 
ine in the fore front of our early annals, is the stalwart form of Ethan 
Auen. His name is the oftcnent on the lipn of our people at home ; 
and n^)road it is most frequently typically use ! t i honor the character of 
our State. It is uHclr.^f? to criticise his short-comings, as in Bpite of 
these, by the tough muscularity and ever-present vitality of his charac- 
ter, he won his claims to greatness. He was a leader of men, and hayinj^ 
genius and character entirely original , he excited the admiration of his 
CO temporaries, the terror of his enemies, and his State will never cesse 
to be proud of his memory. His fidelity, activity and resouroes in civil 
life secured the absolute faith of our early ))ack- woodsmen, and his mar- 
tial feats won the clear-eyed confidence of General Washington. Uis 
rude, magical words lost none of their strength by being filed into bright 
and attenuated forms, but they were launched ibrth with a yigotons 
meaning and last well. As the agent of the State, he said to Congress, 
March 9, 1781 : 

** I am as resolutely determined to <lefend the independence of Ver- 
mont as Congress are that of the llnite<l States ; and rather than fail, 
will retire with the hardy Green Mountain boys into the desolate cavems 
of the mountains, and wage war with human natar« at large." 

Bj braTe words like these, and by brarer deeds, Yennont escaped 

being swallowed up by her more powerful neighbors. Tloonderoga, 
fresh then, is not forgotten now, and will forever link the name of Alien 
with the fnmr of one of the earliest blows struck in behalf of the in- 
alienable rights of man. Later times and grander opportunities hare 
deyeloped many sons of liberty, but never had lilierty a more ardent 
worshipper or a more courageous defender. 

We reach the conclusion, therefore, that the general sentiment of Ver- 
mont, as well as that of our sister states, would not be properly responded 
to, if the statue of old Ethan Allen should be missed fiom our con- 

trilnition. It may be said that we have already done enough in this 
direction by having placed one such statue in the capital of the State, 
but it shuuld be remembered that that must be mainly for the gratifica- 
tion of our own citizens, while the .one now proposed is for the capitol 
of the nation, for all ite citisens and for its tnrong of visitors, whether 
drawn thither by public inducements and living attractions, or by the 
glories of art, including not only permanent structures, but such as we 
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are now inaugurating, of the best artists of the age, and repref?enting an 
aasemblage of historic persons of widest fame and most extraordinary 
▼irtues. 

The final extinction of sliiTery in our' land, hietory will record as an 

evrnt of such magnitude as to mark the age, and all those who have 
rendered any prominent aid therein will be remembered upon its most 
luminous j)ages. We have had earnest anti-Hhivcry men in our State 
deserving our admiration, but iiurdly those who could be considered as 
reformers of our own people, or who dreamed of any action bojond tbe 
non-extensicm of slavery or the diyorcemcnt of the government from its 
national responsibilities. The universal principle of liberty, applicable 
to all men, 1ir« bf^on, and is now, so freely accepted here, that an ad- 
herence to its iawH confers little n»oro reputation than an adherence to 
the laws of common honesty, it is no exceptional merit, though a lack 
of it is a positire disgrace. It would seem more appropriate that those 
should confer honors upon the memory of reformers, where reformers 
were needed, and where such were singular. Here it can hardlj be 
claimed that any man has been so conspicuously in advance of the people 
of Vermont, as to be entitled thereby to very marked distinetion. 

One representative from among the founders and revolutionary heroes 
of our State by no means exhausts the list, vet the reputation of civilians 
and men of more modern timcH— even of the days or recent peril — have 
strong claims to onr attention. Here scholars, jurists, orators and states- 
men press forward for recognition , and we are more than ever embarrassed 
by onr riches. If we could limit onr survey to any ppocialty, as for 
iiistniicc to thoHc most illustrious in learning, jurisprudence or states- 
manship, our cmbarrassinent would be largely diminished ; )>ut we have 
to seek, if possible, a combination of all these merits making up one 
luU man. A giant in intellect maj not be profoundly learned, may not 
be eloquent, may noi have served the State with any eonsiderable dis^ 
tinction, and, though his greatness is indi.^pn table, ho could nr.t be com- 
pared with one who was both able and learned, or with one who was 
not only eloquent but had rendered distinguished public service, much 
less with one who embodied all these qualifications in one character. 

When contemplating our public men, who have won lame in various 
spheres of life, the eye fondly lingers over the memory of several whose 
personal traits greatly endeared them to their generation, and whose 

merits will notgrowdim though others are reverentially mentioned. To 
bring forward others with kindred characteristics is in ie^t to reflect 

honor upon them. 

The late Senator Collamer has left so many records of service in the 
various walks of life that it is impossible he should be overlooked. He 
was blessed with health, a fine constitution and length of days. Possess- 
ing a vigorous intellect, trained in schools and in his profession, he mm 
able to adapt himself tn vnriod employments, and was held long in promi- 
nent service, state and national. Whether at the bar or on the bench, 
in the State Legislature or in the Federal House of Representatives, 
whether in the Cabinet or in the Senate of the United States, he never 
&iled to acquit himself with signal ability and fidelity, — such as to cause 
Mm to be remembered with honor in all these places which he snocessive^f 
filled. Tn tlic Cabinet and in tlm Senate he proved a ripe statesman, 
and enjoyed a very large share of national confide nee, certainly as much 
as any of his coteiuporaries, and, remembering who they were, this is no 
moderate commendation. 

If he essayed no dazzling novelties to surprise and oaptivate the town. 
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he could always "he relied upon for something wiflo and pertinent, wf'ip;htj 
and just, by which he secured the respect of hie associates and won an 
enyiable reputation throughout the country. He loved the manners and 
lived ifa« lire of a New BngUmd paritaa, and died the death of a Chris- 
tiaa Btateemen. Others may have been more brilliant in some special 
department, but what one inore solid, useful and dif!t>^<!;nishcd in all? 
l^ke him, then, in his well-rouiniod life, lie waa a model man, fit to be 
commemorated in the hearts of the people and in historic bronze or mar- 
ble :— 

*' ^\Tiatevor rooord leap to light, 
He never shall be shamed." 

Tt may he naid tlmt Jacob Collamer was not born in Yormont, h-ut 
that would a]>])ly, if a valid objcftion , to all the first settlers of any now 
rttate. If a man haH spent his whole citizenship in the State, — all of 
his manhood and public life, — his birth-place is of little consequence, 
eneeiallj -when apparently rejected at the earliest opportunity. 

We were also to examine and report such facts as we might deem 
material to onnble the Legislature to take definite action at it« next ses- 
sion in rrl iiion to the whole subject. Thi« vro have construed as extend- 
ing to aoiiiC correspondence with the artiwts most likely to be employed 
with a view to elicit the terms upon which they would be willing to ex- 
eente the order of the State for such works as should he finally decided 
upon hj the Legislature. We hare assum ed that it would be the pleasure 
of our State to employ Vermont artists, if any such there were of known 
Flvill. Fortunntcly the name of Hiram Powers is widely known in both 
hemispheres, and his many fine busts of American statesmen, his statue 
of the Greek SlavCj and other works of high art, leave no one in doubt 
as to the propriety sad duty of employing him, if the State should feel 
willing to pay the prices an artist of his known celebrity readily com- 
mands, ana it should be remembered that what would be proper economy 
for an individual, limited to a few years of life, might be parsimony for 
a State dcbtiucd to last for ages. Larkin G. Mead, Jr., of lirattlcboro, 
though young, is not unknown to our State, and is an ardst of much 
promise. He has executed our statue of Ethan Allen, and that not un- 
worthily, even belbre he had been schooled or trained. Since then, 
haying resided some years in Italy, he has advanced greatly in the 
kTiowledge of his profos«ion, enjoying the patronage of gentlemen of 
wealth and taste, and would now, it is fair to presume, produce a statue 
of Allen of such an order of merit as not only to more fully satisfy his 
own ideal standard , but so as to pass the ordeal of criticism. His recent 
works, lately exhibited in New York, evince enthusiasm for his act, 
careful study, and also rare beauty of conception and much grace and 
delicacy of miish. 

Both of these sculptors are natives of Vermont, and the State is natu- 
rally proud of them. If they were to execute the proposed memorials, 
we should at the same time, with our hero and statesmen, present two 
of our living and worthiest artists. Every artist, who may be thus em- 
ployed by any State, knowing that his work will form but a small part 
of what will ultimately be placed in the National Hall of Statuary, will 
strive for a production that may rank among those of the highest order 
of merit. The keenest rivalry and emulation will operate upon all, and 
the result should be a collection of statuary unsurpassed by any in the 
world. 

It may be queried whether other states will take action iiP'^n the sub- 
ject so as to carry out the plan proposed by Congress, liie mover of

such a doubt h blind t * tlie fact that such men as Waahrngton and 

Jefferson, Hamilton and Madison, Otis and Adams, Webster and Claj, 
Lowndes and Ilajnc, Clinton and Jay, Ja (^knon and Benton, Cam and 
Douglas, Houston and Prentifs, Scott and Statk, Decatur and Perry, 
have lived and had homes. There is uo »tatc which is without it& cata- 
logue of notable^. The picked repreBentation of theee^ brought into one 
hi3l, will be a new bond of union, binding together all eections and PArto 
of a com Til nn Country, whose common renown will increase with all the 
increasing ages, and which nostate will " willingly let die." To be un- 
represented here would be a confession of imbecility and poverty such as 
the pride of no etate could long endure. We have not mil inrormation 
as to the action of all the states, but we know the plan of Gongrese has 
been received eTerywherewith marked £&yor, and there cannot be a doubt 
that it will be speedily and fully carried out by every state. More 
memorials rather than less than arc called for will be likely to be ulti- 
mately tendered, and the United States in due time may be expected to 
contribute those of all the Preeidents. The hall is one of the meet 
beautiful in the world, and, since the extension of the capitol, it must 
remain an unappropriated waste, as the main access to the new Hall of 
the House of KepresentntiveB requires an open thoroughfare through the 
centre of the old llall, and it c-auuot be otherwise used at all, or at least 
in any manner so appropriately. Gov. Bullock of Massachusetts, in his 
message of February, I96G, upon this subject, said : 

" The project suggested and encouraged by Congress is as attractire 
as it is unique. When the time shall come in which the representatives 
of all the states shall sit ti»gether, one and inseparable in their allegiance 
to the Union, to freedom and to justice, I cannot conceive that anything 
would be more impreesiye than the representative fellowship of the best 
historic men of every section and every state, arranged in the old Hall 
of the Capitol, enduring as bronze or marble, alike memorials of the 
common renown of the pest and the prospects of the common glories of 
the future." 

We, therefore, recommend heroic statues of marble, and of the per- 
sons already indicated, Allen and Collamer, to represent Vemont in the 
National Statuary Hall. No appropriaticm will oe likely to be needed 

the present year, but it will require some time for the completion of the 
works, and we would respectfully recommend that Mr. Powers and Mr. 
Mead be at once employed, and that their proposals, which appear t 1 be 
liberal, also be accepted. The correspondence with these gen ticmeu will 
be appended*

Jiut on cuusideration, witli 
a strdng desire to idcntif)' my name with the honors proposed, and do 
all I consistently can, with due regard for my family, for I am far from 
richf I am willing to abate .*2,0()(> ; Fay, then, $8,000 — one-half when 
the model i« done, and tlie ntlier balf j.ayable on receipt of tlie bill of 
ladin;:; for the vv(»rk eoui})let<* and shijijted as above stated. Of eonrse I 
should require 8uch materials an uiay be obtained in regard to likeness, 
before beginning the model, and I should prefer to leave the selection 
of the subject quite with yourselves. I should not require any payment 
ontil after the completion of the model. I am quite aware that the 
price I have named if« still eonpiderably p^reater than the charges for 
works of the size mentioned, by nutny other artiNti^, and 1 shall not com- 
plain, if, for the good reasons given in your letter, tins work hhail iiiU 
mto other hands, perhaps abler and more worthy than my own.

Gentlsmen : — Your highly esteemed iiivor of J une iat, referring to 
tho subject of statues to be famished br the State of Vennoiit, to he 
placed in the old Hall of the House of ifepreflentatives at Washington, 
18 received. I thank you for the honor jou have done me even in ad- 
dressing mc on the Biil)ject. 

The State can do no greater compliment to any one of her artists than 
to entrust him with the making of one of the propobed statues. My feel- 
ings would prompt me to be tad donor of one of the statues to the State, 
but practically this is ont of my power. 

In reply to your qiiestionp concerning; the terms upon which I could 
execute a statue seven and one-half feet liigh, to represent some one of our 
dibtinguished men who have died, 1 will mention the sum of $5,000 lor 
the statue delivered at my stndio In Florence, Italy, and an additional 
$300 for the statae delivered in New York city. Or, if I found it pos- 
sible, the $5,000 should include the boxing and deliyeij in New Yorlc. 

In making my terms thus low I have at the same time kept in mind 
that a work of art, to ho placed in our National Capitol, must be a 
masterpiece as iar as every possible effort on the part ol the artist can 
make it, and most inyolye much time, study and expense. If the State 
bestows the honor upon me of entrusting one of the statues in my hands, 
I should do all in my power to make it worthy of the State of Vermont, 
of the prominent position it is intended to occupy, of the memorv of 
the person that it shall commemorate, and satisfactory to those who 
have the duty of commissioning the work.

To ihk HonorcNe, the GeMTol Assen^ly of Vermont : 

The act of Congress, entitled " An act donating Public Lands to 
** the pcvcrnl Htnton aiul territories, Avhich may provide College* for the 

benefit of Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts," ;()iy> roved July 2, 
requires, (Sec. 5, clause 4,) that "an annual report phall be made 
** regarding the progre^ of each College, recording any improvements 

and experiments made, with their costs and resiiltB, and such other 

matters, including State industrial and eeonomieal statistics, as may 
♦*be '■npiM'^ed useful." 

Tlie act of the General A s«cmbiy, entitled '* An act to incorporate the 
♦* University of Vermont and State Agricultural College," approved 
l^OTember 9, 3865, proyides, (Sec. 8,) that *<tbe corpoiation hereby 
** created shall make annual reports to the Legislatare of this State of 
their condition, financially and otherwise." 

Aeeordingly the corporation of the Univf'r«ity of Yennont and State 
Agricultural Collenre >)eg leave respectfully to present to your honorable 
body their hrst annual report. 

By the action of the Oorporation of the Uniyersity of Vmumt on 
November 16th, 1865, and that of the Corporation of the Vermont 
Agricultiiral College on No vcmber 20 tli, 1805, the two bodies were united 
in one body corporate under the name of the Univereity of Vermont and 
State A^i^ricultural College. The first meeting of the board of trustees 
was held at Montpelier, rJovcmber 20th, 1865. At a meetiue held on 
February 20th, it was yoted to establish a Professorship of Mooem Iah* 
guages, a Professorship of Chemistry and its applicatione to Agrieultnre 
and the Mechanic Arts, n TVofcHBorship of Coology, Mineralogy and 
Mining, and a Department of Military Tactics. On the 18th of July, 
James B. Angell was elected President, and on the first of August was 
duly inaugurated. At the annual meeting of the Corporation on August 
Ist, Joseph Torry was elected Professor of Moral and Intellectual Phi- 
losophy ; McKendree Petty, Professor of Mathematics ; Leonard Marsh, 
Profbssor of Vegetable and Animal Physiology ; Mattlicw Ilenry "Buck- 
ham, Professor of the Greek Language and Literature, and Professor 
pro tempore of English Literature ; Alpheus Penning Crosby, Professor 
of the PrideipleB and Practice of Surgery, and Jolm Ordronauz, Pro* 
feseor of Physiology and Pathology. In August, Eli Whitney Blake, 
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Jr., was ehoBen Professor fro tempore of Ohemistrv and Physics. In 

September, Chatles Wheeler Thompson was chosen Professor pro tempore 
of Latin, and JamteUar?ej Hills was appointed Instructor in Drawing. .

After asserdin^ that no essential change in the regular college coutss 
was to be marde in the Acadoniie Department, thougli it was confidently 
expected that enlarged facilities for imparting instruction and for raising 
the standard of scholarship would l)e obtained, the Corporation, speak^ 
iug of the Agricultural and Scientific couiise, said : 

" Instruction will be provided, 

I. For students who wish to pursue a course of three years in Analyti- 
cal ami A<;ricultural Chemistry, or in Civil Engineering, r in Mining 

and Metallurgy, and to becomo enndidates for the degree of Bachelor ol 
Science. lU- a Hmr year's Htudy, hereafter described, BachclorH of Sci- 
ence may attain to the degree of Bivchelor of Philosophy. 
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II. For students who do not desire to take n lull course of three veaT8, 
or of four years, but wish to purjiue certain pui tioiie; of the- course. 

III. For youn;^ men who desire to obtain sucli instruction as can be 
furnished them by a course of lectures speciallr adapted to the wants of 
agriculturists, and to be given in February and March. 

CANDIDATES FOR ADMISSION. 
Applicants for admission to the Agricultural College must be at least 
fifteen years of age, and must bring eatieiUctory testimonials of good 

character, and bo able to sustain an examination in all the parts of m 
common school education. nm\ particularly in EnfrHnh (»rammar. Geo- 
graphy, Arithmetic and Algebra, as far an* Quadratic i!k|uatioti». 

COURSK OF STUDIES. 

CANDIDATES FOR DiXSRXKS. 

The courses marki d out for the candidates for the degree of Bachelor 
of Science occupy three years, and those for the candidates ft»r the degree 
of Bacliolor of Philosophy occupy four years. Durinrr tlic fir^t year all 
the students pursue the same course.

To meet the wants of young men, who cannot leave their homes in the 
summer or autumn, a special course of lectures on agricultural subjects 
will be given in February and INfarch, nrovldcd there is sufficient demand 
for such a course to justify the pstaV<li.^ninoiit of it . Xo examination will 
be required for attendance upon this course. Among the topicn treated 
will be Agricultural Chemistry and Physioloey, Agricultural Zoology, 
Physical Geography, etc. A sneoial fee, heretufter to be aimounoed, will 
be charged for attendance on tbeee lectures. 
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MILITART TACTICS. 

Provision will be made for military drill and instruction in tactics. 

RKGt'LATlO.VS. 

The students in the Aj^ricultural College (except tlie youn^ men who 
are attending; only the course of lectures to farmeiii) are ret(iiirc(l to at- 
tend prayerii in the chapel, and are in every respect Bubject to the same 
raks of order and discipline as the students in the Academic Depart- 
ment. 

EXPBNSXS. 

Tuition, $15 per term. Room rent and incidentals as heretofore. 
Those who pursue the laboratory coarp( s, mnHt also incur an additional 
expense of about $40 a year for chemicals, breakage, etc. 

QINBRAL EEVARKS. 

The Corporation are determined to make the course of instruction in 

l)oth departments of the Institution thorough and complete. The chem- 
ical lal>t<r;iti>rv, tlio |tliilosc»phicnl nppnrfitus, the colleeti"n uv.uh to lllas- 
trate the physical 8eien''('<. alreutly aft«>r'l lartre fneilitifs lor instruction, 
but the increasing wants of the Institution will be prumptij met. The 
corps of professors and instructors will be enlarged, as the needs of the 
University may require. While care is taken to meet the wants of those 
young men who cannot pursue a full course in either the Academic or 
the Ajrrieultiira! dopartrnnit. it in the aim of the C'orpornti'm to main- 
tain the highct-t staruhml ot" disciy*lino mtkI culture in tin- regular Acade- 
mic course, and to provide lor a full, hyj-tematic and rig<)rous course of 
scientific study.'' 

It is designed to give instruction in military drill and tactics. The 
Corporation have not yet appointed an iustnu tor in that department, 

because they have hoped and still hope that the Prcsi«lcnt of the United 
States will detail an army officer to till that p^-t. The Army Bill, which 
passed Congress at the last Hcs^ion, proviiles tiiat the Presidont may 
assign offiiccrs to such duty in tvvtJuLy colleges. We huvc scut forward 
our request for the assignment of an officer to our Institution, and have no 
reason to doubt that the request will meet with fuvoral)!*- consideration. 

Five young men arc now pursuing the studies of the scientific course. 
"We have reason to believe that a larger number of students would have 
applied for admission to thib department, if it had l>eeu practicable toan- 
aounce at an earlier day the course of studies to be pursued in it. For ob- 
vious reasons the Corporation delayed the preparation of the plan until 
the President was chosen. It was therefore" impossible to publish the 
circular, (from wlileh we have made extracts,) iiiilil AuLjust Tst. He- 
tweeu that date and the beginning of the autunm tena only four weeks 
intervened. We could not expect many young men u])un so brief notice 
to enter upon a new course of study. The present class is engaged on 
the allotted work of the first year. So few weeks have elapsed since in> 
straction in the Scientific Department wn ^ j;un that of course you will 
not expect of us any report of aecomplinhed results. We may be per- 
mitted to (s.iy, however, that we are confirmed in our belief that the 
Academic and the Scientific Department may be conducted not only 
harmoniously, but with positive advantage to each other. 

The financial condition of the Institution remains substantially un- 
changed. The receipts for the year ending July Int, IHOG, were $7,930. 
It will be understood that notliing was received during that year from 
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the Agricultural College fund. The expenses for the year were $8,027* 
The income for the current year will oe, according to the Treasurer'a 
estimate, $14,278. The expenses will prohably not exceed that sum. 

The Corporation, and also many of the Alumni and of the other 

frionds of the TiiBtitntion, are deeply impressed with the importance of 
addiiif:^ lar^^ely to its reeourcen in oidor to secure for it the higiiest pros- 
perity and usefulness. A subscription has therefore been started to 
raise the sum of one hundred thousand dollars. So liberal subscription! 
have already been made that the Corporation arc very hopeful that the 
whole sum will be procured. . They trust therefore that during the com- 
intr yf^nr they may T>«^ able to improve the ;5ronndf5 and the buildings, to 
add to the corps ol profecsors, and to enlari);o in many ways the facilities 
for instruction, iiicy are resolved to spare no pains to make the Insti- 
tution worthy of the'^fosterine care of the State, and deserving of the 
support of ail friends of sound learning.

REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE TO VISIT 
THE VERMONT REFORM SCHOOL. 



Senate Chamber, 
Montpclier, Nov. 10, 1866. 

To the HonoraMe Senate now in session : 
The special oommittee appointed to visit the State Reform School, at 

Waterbury, made their contemplated viisit on Friday, October 26th. 
Our exnininations rolatcd both to the retil ct^tatc pnrehaBed, and to that 
which wuB bonded to the State ; to the iinpi-uvoiiieutB which had been 
effected in the buildinp^R ; to the school proper, and to the general man- 
agement of the institution. 

The appearance of the land and buildings afforded abundant eyidenee 
that the purchase was judiciously made. The remainder of the old 
Governor Hntler farm, so culled, crmf^istiii;^; of pasture, tillage and wood- 
land, which has been bonded to the State, we hope will be socured by 
an appropriation at tlie present ^^esf5ion. 

The farm house had been enlarged and fitted up for the accommodation 
of thirty or more hoja. 

The school at the time of our visit numbered fifteen. The pupils gave 
evidence of good natural capacity, and were evidently receiving valuable 
discipline and instruction. 

The general management of tlie institution was, in the main, excel- 
lent. The Buperintendent and his associates appeared to be enthusias- 
tically devoted to their work, cooperating to secure the correct training 
and the reformation of the children committed to their care. 

We beli(;vo the Terniont Kcforin School has a hopeful beginning. 
Though still in its infancy, it has commenced a mission of usefulness to 
those who are otherwise candidates for a career of crime and infamy, 
and for a lodgment in our jails and State Prison. Prevention of crime, 
the reformation of offenders, and thus the protection and welfiure of the 
<X)mmunil7, are the laudable objects pouglit. 

The reason?^ for making appropriationn for the Reform School arc both 
cconoTuic and benevolent. The guardianship of a vicious child is less 
cxptH.-^ivc there than it can be when he is at liberty. While properly 
confined and educated in this school, he is not enticing others to walk in 
his evil ways. A wicked boy, when free to go abroad m the community, 
is not satined to do his evil work alone. He will have companions, and, 
if possible, make them as vile ns he is himself. And as he leads them on 
to the commission of crimes, taking the })roperty, disturbing the peace, 
and some times endangering the lives of peaceable citizens, it in good 
economy to separate ail such from general society, and place them under 
wholesome ftstialnt. 
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The State is bound bo far as possible to secure the welfare of all its 
oonstitUQiit parts ; its guardians should be careful that communities re- 
oeiye no detriment from the unrestrained intercourse of iK^lected chil- 
drai, who manifest decidedljr yieious tendencies, with others of similar 
age. 

The State, as the common jiarent of us all, t^honld throw around them 
its protecting care and save them from the inevitable ruiu inipeiiding, 
and those with whom they would otherwise associate from their eontam* 
inating influence. 

Probablv more than half of them will l)e paved l>v a few months or 
years judicious dit^eipline in thin institution, ho tliat instead of being a 
curse to themseiveSj and a jymt and terror to communities in which they 
may, for the time, be integral parts, they may become bright ornamento 
of, and take an aetiTO and useful part in, the communities receiTing them 
as members. 

Tn view of the numerous l>enefits whieh it i< eonfidently believed "will 
be conferred not only on the immediate recipients of its parental dispi- 
pline and instruction, but on the people or the State at large, by the 
operations of the Vermont Reform School," your committee would 
respectfully recommend an appropriation for the puri^hasc of the bond- 
ed real estate ; and also a liberal appropriation to defray the expenses 
of the 8ehoo! f vr tlic coming ye4\r ; and careful legislation, that its a&irs 
may be wibcly and efficiently conducted. 

We are also decidedly of the opinion that the best interests of the 
State demand that as soon as is consistent with other imperative calls on 
our State treasury, an appropriation should he made to establish a simi- 
lar institution for girls, either in connection Avitfi the school at Water- . 
bury, or entirely distinct from tluit institution, as shall be conpldered 
expedient alter having more exjicricnce. If established at Watcrburv, 
a separate building will be requisite, the estimated cost of which will be 
not less than two thousand ($^2,000) dollars — which will be more eco- 
nomical than the establishment of a separate institution in some other 
part of the State. T>nt we do not feel at liberty to reccommend an ap- 
propriation for that luirposc at the present session. 

In the opinion of your committee, the " Act to establish the Vermont 
Reform School," approved November 9, 1865, needs amendment in sev- 
eral Important jiarticulars; which it is unnecessary to specifjr, as wo 
present a new hill, entitled " An act for the regulation and government 
of the Vermont Reform School," designed to be a substitute for the act 
passed at the last session, whicli is fully expressive of our views on that 
subject — and which has been drawn with care and deliberation, — tho 
* passage of which we recommend.

A message was received from his Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor, by William P. Dillingham, Secretary of Civil and 
Military Affairs, as follows : 

Mr. PiiESiDENT : I am directed by the Governor to trims- 
mit to the Senate a special message to the General Assem- 
hly. 

The President presented to the Senate the message of his 
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^Excellency, the Governor, whkh was read by the Secretary, 
and is as follows : 

Gentlemen of the ^Senate 

and House of Representatives : 

Upon repreeentatioDs made to me of the pufferins^ condition 
in wiiicli the important business interests of the soutli-vvest- 
ern portion of thi? State had been suddenly and unexpectedly 
placed, bv hostile acts of certain railroad corporations of an 
adjoining state, and which appeared to me to demand imme- 
diate legislative relief, I have felt constrained to call you 
together at this time, in extra session. 

I deem it my duty to make to you a brief statement of 
facts in relation thereto, as they ha^ e been represented to 
me, and on the correctness of which I have reason to rely. 

It appears that connected with the Rutland and Burlington 
Railroad at Rutland there have been for a series of years, 
three raih-oad routes to Troy, in the state ol' Xcw York, 
forniiiii'- cuiiiicctiunb there ^vidi uther l uihuads leadinir South 
and West; that these railroads have been, to a considerable 
extent, rival roads, conipetin<^ with each other for the freiuhts 
and travel which enter upon and pass (jver these from other 
railroads, termed through buf<ine.ss, and that each of said 
roads depends mainly upon such through business for its 
support and successful operation. One of these roads, which 
was chartered by the name of the Western Vermont Bail- 
road, and is now the Bennington and Rutland rotid, runs 
southerly from Rutland through the counties of Rutland and 
Bennington, to the west line of the state, near North Ben- 
nington, a distance of fifty-four miles, its track being thence ' 
continued by that of another railroad in the state of New 
York, about thirty-one miles further to Troy, the latter road 
being under the management of the Troy and Boston Kail- 
road Company. There is also a branch of the Bennington 
and Rutland road, to iiciiniiigton , fi\e inilcs in lcni;th. 

Another of the rival roads, called the Rutland and W'ush- 
ington Railroad, runs westerly from Rutland by wa} of 
Castleton and Salem to Eagle Bridge, where it connects with 
the Troy and Boston Railroad, the latter road extending 
from thence to Troy. 

The third rival road known as the Rensselaer and Saratoija 
road, uses the track of the la6t mentioned road from Rutland 
to Castleton, a distance of eleven miles, and from thence it 
runs by way of Whitehall and Saratoga Springs to Troy. 
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This road Is twelve miles longer than either of the other two, 
and does not seem to be the natural route for either travel or 

freight between Rutland and Troy. 

The Rutliind and Washington Railroad had been a com- 
peting line with the iienssehier and barutoga road ior through 
, business until about two years ago, when it is understood 
that the company owning the latter road made a purchase of 
the former, since which time their rivalry has ceased, and 
they Irave both been under ths direction and management, 
within this State as well as out of it, of the Rensselaer and 
Saratoga Railroad Company, a corporation existing under 
and by virtue of the laws of the state of New York. 

The Western Vermont, now the Bennington and Sutland 
Bailroad, was put in operation in the year 1852, and for ten 
years, ending the 16th of January last, had been leased to 
the Troy and Boston Railroad Company, and during that 

period had been operated by them in connection with their 
road from the state line to Troy, before mentioned. 

The Western Vermont road liad always been a rival road 
to the Rutland and Washington and the Rensselaer and Sara- 
toga roads, until the month of February , 1806, when a 
written contract was entered into, to continue in force for ten 
years, between the Rensselaer and Saratoga Company and 
the Troy and Boston Company, by which it was agreed that 
no through business of any kind should be allowed to pass 
over the Bennington and Rutland road ; the Troy and Boston 
Company binding itself not to deliver to or receive any 
through freights from said Bennington and Rutland road, 
and in order that passengers might be effectually prevented 
from traveling over the Bennington and Rutland road, it was 
furtheyr stipulated by the Troy and Boston Company that but 
one train per day each way should be run by that company 
to connect with the said Bennington and Rutland road, and 
those trains were run at such hours as would not aiiow trav- 
elers to connect with the trains of other roads. This ar- 
ranL^ement for divertin<r the throuorh business from the 
Bennington and Rutland Railroad, was carried into ettect 
during tiie period of the lease of the road to the Troy and 
Boston Company, and said company, in case it should ever 
again connect with the Bennington and Rutland road is under 
an obligation by its contract to continue it for about nine 
years longer. 

In the mean time two of the citizens of this State, John 
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Gregory Smith and John B. Page, had become lessees of 
the Bennington and Rutland road, to commence at the expi- 
ration of the before mentioned lease to the Troy and Boston 
Company, and had made preparations for operating it, by 
sending engines and cars to the state line to connect with 
those of the Troj and Boston Company. No such connec- 
tion was however made, and although the lessees are desirous 
of making such connection, and haye applied to the mana* 
gers of the Troy and Boston Company for that purpose, they 
utterly refuse to agree upon any terms of connection, or to 
run their cars to the state line ; and since the said 16th of 
January last there has consequently been no railroad outlet 
to the South and West, there being a break of about five 
miles between the state Kne and Hoosick Junction, from 
which latter place cars are running daily to Troy, a distance 
oi" twenty-six miles. This intermediate five miles of ruad 
is stated to have been, since tlie 16th of January last, per- 
manently leased to the Kensselaer and Saratoga Railroad 
Company, thus placing all the avenues from Kutlnnd to the 
South and West under the perfect control of that corporation. 

The manufacturing interests that have grown up on the 
line of the Bennington and Rutland Eailroad are Tcry ex- 
tensive and important, probably more so than any other sec- 
tion of the State of equal population « embracing those of 
cotton and woolen in their various branches ; of paper ; of 
iron by blast and cupola furnaces ; of ochre for paints ; of 
machinery for cotton, woolen and paper mills ; tanneries ; 
establishments for making chisels, carpenters* squares, chairs, 
bedsteads, doors, sash, and many other articles of both wood 
and metals. The railroad transportation reqmredto furnish 
supplies and to send to market the products of these estab- 
ments must be very great. That portion of the State is also 
very rich in marble and timber, many thousands of tons of 
each heing annually sent awav hv railroad. If these busi- 
ness operations, and others connected with them, are to be 
permanently shut off from railroad communications with the 
outer world, as they are at present, it is easy to see that all 
must seriously suffer, and that very many of thw, which 
can only prosper by cheap and speedy transportation, must 
be utterly ruined* 

This appearing to be the situation of affairs in that portion 
of the State, and believing that every considerable portion 
of the State, when sufiering or in danger, is entitled to the 
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sympathy and protection of the residue, and that the whole 

State, and particularly the whole Western part of it, is 
deeply interested in havinf** a free and untranmielcd outlet 
for freight and travel to the South and West from liutland; 
and feeling that any remedy for the evil complained of, in 
order to be etfectiial, must be prompt and speedy, I have felt 
it my duty to call yon t02fcther on this occa.-^ion that you may 
take into consideration the whole matter, and adopt such 
measures in relation thereto as you shall deem right and 
proper. 

It is understood that the excuse for breaking the railroad 
connection before mentioned, is founded on a complaint of 
the Troy and Boston Company against the proprietors (not 
the lessees) of the Bennington and Butland Railroad, and 
that the officers of the company publicly declare that as long 
as the road is owned by the present proprietors no connec- 
tions shall be made with it. Whether this complaint is well 
or ill founded, does not seem worth our while to inquire, for 
whatever may be its character, it is difficult to conceive how 
it can form any justification for inflicting indiscriminate, and 
perhaps irreparable, injury on an innocent public. 

It is understood that the Kcnsselaer and Saratoga Com- 
pany, owning the two rival roads from Rutland, desire to 
purchase the Bennington and Rutland Railroad. Such pur- 
chase would give them a monopoly of all the business and 
travel passing through that place to and from the South and 
West, and enable them to impose such terms upon it as they 
might choose. It is alleged that the present stoppage of the 
road is prompted and sustained by a desire to force a sale of 
it to that company. Whether it would be for the interest of 
the State to have all the avenues of business and travel in 
the hands of one corporation, and that a foreign one, may 
well be questioned. Since the before mentioned ( ontract in 
February, 18GG, by which the Bennington and liutland road 
ceased to be a rival road to the Rensselaer and Saratoga road, 
it appears that the charges for freight on that road between 
Rutland and Troy have been lar<Tely increased — the increase 
on some portion of it exceeding ninety per cent. — thus im- 
posing an additional burden upon all the business of the 
State which passes over that road to and from the North 
and East. 

It is represented to me that the people on the line of the 
Bennington and Rutland road strongly distrust the inelina- 
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tions of these foreign corporations to do them justice, and 

protest earnestly against any sale of the road to them, and 
certainly the facta hereinbefore stated of their eiibrts to make 
a permanent diversion of the business avay from said road, 
and their present hostile attack upon it, do not seem calculated 
to inspire confidence in any future management of it by them. 

To guard as far as practicable against a long continuance 
of the embanratsments under which the people in the South- 
weatem quarter of the State are laboring, it is proposed hj 
them to open another outlet for the Bennington and Bndand 
road to the South and Westt hj constructing a new railroad 
from the vicinity of its present terminatiouy to connect with 
the New York and Harlem Railroad, at Chatham Four Cor- . 
ners. This, it is alleged, would supply the only link that is 
wanting to form the shortest and most desirable railroad 
route between the cities of Moiitreiii and New York, running 
through the whole length of our State, and furniiihing our 
people better railroad facilities than they have ever before 
enjoyed. 

It is represented that thorough and accurate surveys have 
been inadc of the route of this road ; that it is about fifty 
miles in length ; that its cost will not exceed $1,400,000, 
and that for its construction 1500,000 have already been 
subscribed in the state of New York. In order to make up 
the deficiency, or a portion of it, it is understood you will 
be asked to confer authority on the Bennington & Rutland 
Bailroad Company to issue bonds and mortgage its road, 
and on ail the towns interested to lend their pecuniary aid 
towards its construction. 

The action of the Troy and Boston Company, in suddenly 
refiising to run their cars to connect with a road with which 
it had uninterruptedly connected for fifteen years, thereby 
inflicting great and certain injury on the public, is a rare 
occurrence in railroad history, and ought not to be allowed 
to be repeated, if in the power of the Legislature to prevent 
it. 1 suggest for your consideration whether a remedy 
might not be provided, by making corporations responsible 
for injuries occasioned by acts of this description. Both the 
Rensselaer and Saratoj^n and the Trov and Boston Railroad 
Companies operate roads of some extent within this State, 
and in doing so have the benefit of our laws for protection. 
If these corporations, by their control of these northern 
roads without the State, combine and confederate together 
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to inflict irreparable injuries upon our oitiaena, it would aeem 
that such acts might not be beyond the reach of legislative 
remedj* 

I am not informed of any other ccHisiderable interest of 
our people that is likely to suffer for want of ^eedy legis- 
lation, and therefore omit calling your attention to otLer 
subjects.
